LONDON, Oct. 28.—It was learned to- 
night that word was sent around to the 
London dailies yesterday asking them not 
to print any reports their correspondents at 
Athens might wire about the Prince of 
Wales’s health. The papers here all obeyed 
the suggestion. A medical report received 
here to-day says that the effects of Bright’s 
diseaseare beginning to be obvious, and 
the result of his voyage’ to Egypt will be 
watched for with deep anxiety. 

Sir John Lawes, who was made a Baro- 
net seven vears ago in recognition of his 
great services since 1843, at the experi- 
mental farm at Rothamsted, Essex, and 
who isthe foremost authority in England 
on crops, says, in his annual estimate, that 
England will require to import the current 
year 18,400,000 quarters of wheat. This 
is 10,700,000 bushels more than the Times’s 
estimate, made in August, and the Jimes 
to-day accepts Lawes’s figures as accurate, 
This is important, because heretofore the 
Times’s estimate has been accepted as a 
basis for dealing. 

Adelina Patti surprised the public last 
week by appearing at an Albert Hall con- 
cert in what was taken to be a yellow wig. 
It has since been found that she had become 
weary of being a brunette, and so dyed her 
hair a brilliant straw color.

KISSING THE BRIDE’S HAND. 

ATHENS Oct. 28.—After the ceremony of Kiss- 
ing the bride’s hand at the palace this morning, 
the Duke of Sparta and his wife drove through 
the still decorated streets, which were thronged 
with people. Upon returning to the bridal resi- 
dence, they were received by the King, who 
ducted them toa baicony te acknowleage the 
cheers of the crowd. To-night the city is again 
brilliantly illuminated. 

Empress Frederick accompanied the Prince 
of Wales and his sons on the yacht Osborne as 
far as Salamis. The yacht was escorted by the 
British squadron and was saluted by ail the 
foreigu vessels in the harbor. The Prince of 
Wales and Princes Victor and George proceeded 
for Egypt. 

Berwin, Oct. 28.—The Norih German Gazelie 
says that Emperor William, on his arrival at 
Athens, sent the following dispatch to Prince 
Bismarck: 

“I have arrived at glorious old Athens after 
& voyage of intoxicating beauty. After a splen- 
did reception from Prince and people, your 
telegram was my first greeting from home. 
Hearty thanks for it. My first word back to the 
Fatherland is a saiutation to you sent from the 
city of Pericles, from the pillars of the Parthe- 
non,the sublime aspect of which deeply im- 
presses me.”

THE IRISH AGITATION. 

DUBLIN, Oct. 28.—The term of imprisonment 
imposed on Dr. Tauner, member of the House 
of Commons for Cork, who was convicted of of- 
fenses under the Crimes act, expired to-day and 
he was released. 

The jury in the case of Gallagher, charged 
With being implicated in the murder of Pol ice 
Inspector Martin at Gwecodore, failed to agree 
upon a verdict. 

The Tenants’ Defense League held a conven- 
tion at Thurles to-day at which Lord Mayor 
Sexton presided. There was a large attend- 
ance. Messrs. Redmond, Sullivan, Sheehy, and 
Lane, members of Pariiament, made speeches. 
Resolutions were adopted approving the objects 
of the new league and pledging those present 
to subscribe not less an amount than 3d. on the 
pound on the rateable value of their holdings.

Lonpdon, Oct. 28.—The marriage of Prince 
Ratzfeldt to Miss Clara Huntington, daughter 
of Mr. Collis P. Huntington of New-York, took 
place to-day in the Catholic oratory at Bromp- 


ton. “The ceremony was performed by Bishop 
Emmons. The wedding was private, only rela- 
tives and a few friends of the bride and groom 
being present. A wedding breakfast was served 
at the German Embassy, after which Prince 
Hatzfelds and his bride started for Italy on 
their wedding tour. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


PaRis, Oct. 28.—The funeral of Emile Augier 
took place to-day. The service was held in the 
Church of the Trinity. Among those present 
were Premier Tirard, Minister Spuller, and 
many members of the Academy. An incident 
that attracted attention was a meeting between 
the Duc d’Aumale and M. Tirard. The two 
gentlemen shook hands cordiadly and conversed 
together for some time. 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—The damage to the Cunard 
Line steamer Cephalonia by the explosion Tues- 
day last was confined to the stokehole. The 
steamer Scythia, for Boston, touk the Cepha- 
lonia’s cargo and passengers. 

The General Transatlantic Line steamer Ville 
de Brest burst her boiler in Tunis Bay. Five 
persons were killed by the explosion. 

8ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 28.—A ukase has been 
issued directing that 13,820,000 rubles from 
the treasury be added to the 36,180,000 rubles 
residue of the profit peiging from the conver- 
sion of the loan of 1877, in order to extinguish 
the 50,000,000 rubles 5 per cent. gold loan held 
by the Imperial Bank. 

RoME, Oct. 28.—The Riforma declares that 
the pilgrimages to the Vatican are becoming 
political demonstrations against the unity of 
Italy. In view of this fact it holds that the pil- 
grimages are illegal. 

Berry, Oct. 28.—The docks in Kénigsbere 
were birned to-day. This is the third \ime they 
have veeu burned within ws snort —, An 
enormous amount of damage was done by the 
flames. 

CarcuTra, Oct. 28.—In a railway accident at 
Hatras, near Agra, to-day, tifteen person were 
killed and forty injured. 

Carro, Oct. 28.—Rumors are current here 
that the dervishes are advancing again from 
Omdurman. 





WANTS THE CHARTER ANNULLED. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 28.—George C. Coflin, 
representing Charlies M. How, a stockholder in 
the Bentiey-Knight Electric Railway Company 
of New-York City, appeared before Attorney 
Gereral Tabor to-day and asked him to com- 
mence action to annul the charter of that com- 
pany. Mr. Coffin claims that the officers of the 
Bentisy-Knight Company unlawfully trans- 
ferred the majority of the stock of that com- 
pany to a rival concern, the Thompson-Houston 
“lectric Light Company of Connecticut. This 
proceeding, it is alleged, gives the latter com- 
pany complete control of the patents owned by 
and the business of the Bentley-Knight Com- 

avy, which has virtually ceased to ao any 
sarap hid on its ,own account, thus rendering 
valueless 100 shares of the Bentley-Knitght 
stuck owned by Mr. Coffin’s client, for which 
$5,000 was paid. W. B. Putney, representing 
the Bentley-Knight Company, denied the alle- 
gations made by Mr. Coffin. Briefs will be sub- 
witted. 





GOV. FORAKER NOT SO WELL.

MANY OHARGES OF ARSON. 


THE SERIES OF ACCUSATIONS AGAINST 
JOHN C. RAYMOND. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oot. 28.—A remark- 
able trial began here to-day in the Middlesex 
County Court when John C. Raymond, once a 
New-York architect and builder, was placed on 
trialfor arson. The list of accusations against 
Raymond is a long one. He is charged with 
having made a business of buying houses in 
order to get them heavily insured, set fire to 
them, and secure the insurance. The insurance 
companies say that the offense for which he is 
on trial is the tenth in a series of house burn- 
ings, and that wherever he has gone fire has 
followed in his track. 

The crime now charged is that of having set 
fire to the Adrian Institute at Iselin and seek- 
ing to obtain $30,000 of insurance on it, Mrs. 
Annie Bouton of New-York is indicted with 


him, but they will be tried separately. The 
State’s Attorney has summoned over fifty 
wituesges in the case, and, as the defense will 
summon as many more, the case is expected to 
last two or three weeks. It will be tried before 
Judge Stewart of Trenton, Judge Cowenhoven 
of the Middlesex criminal courts being 111 from 
overwork. A 

According to the testimony of the detectives 
who have been summoned by the State, Ray- 
mond began his operations in 1875, if not 
earlier. In July of that year he occupied the 
residence of Mrs. Boutonin New-York. It was 
heavily insured, and one nigat it was found to 
be on fire. The flames were extinguished, how- 
ever, and only $600 insurance was obtained. 
Two years later, in Juiy, 1577, a house occu- 
pied by Raymond, in East One Hundred and 
sixty-eighth-street, New-York, was burned, and 
$1,000 insurance was secured. 

On Feb. 28, 1878, Raymond had another fire. 
He then lived at Prince’s Bay, and his cottage 
was burned; $7,000 insurance was obtained, 
and the house was rebuilt. The next year it 
was burned again, $4,000 insurance being ob- 
tained. Then Raymond, the story continves, 
moved to Hillsdale, N. J., and ou Oct. 4, 1880, 
his building there was burned; insurance, 

It was less than a year later that the biggest 
fire of all occurred. Raymond then had an in- 
surance of $40,000 on the Ridgefiela Park 
Clubhouse, and on the night of Oct. 2, 1881, 
this building was burned. Raymond, it is 
sworn, hurried away shortly before the tire wag 
discovered, giving the hackman $15 to drivé 
him to the railroad station. The next fire was 
a smail one, $50U being obtained in insurance 
on a house of Mrs. Bouton at 53 East Fourth- 
street, New-York. Then came the Iselin fire, 
The Adrian Institute stood in Mrs. Bouton’s 
name as owner, but, the prosecutor says, was 
heavily mortgaged. An insurance of $22,500 
was obtained onit, witb policies of $7,500 on 
the furniture. It is alieged that most of the 
furniture was removed, and that Raymond 
then burned the house, having first tried to 
bribe John Leeper, a real estate dealer, who 
formerly did business at 150 Broadway, New- 
York, and afterward at 852 Herkimer-street, 
Brvoklyn, to do the work for him. 

Leeper makes affidavit that Raymond offered 
him $400 to set fire to the house, and Thomas 
McGregor, a watchman, says that the same 
offer had been made to him. Raymond has 
been in jail here since last April, when he was 
brought here from New-York after a bitter con- 
test by his counsel. Among the insurance com- 
panies which itis alleged he swindied are the 
Lancashire, London and Lancashire, Northern 
of London, American, American Central, Penn- 
sylvania, and Commercial Union, 





THE CAMPAIGN IN ALBANY. 


DISSATISFACTION IN ROTH PARTIES— 
THE PROBABILITIES DISCUSSED. 


ALBANY, Oct. 28.—The election calculators 
here are at sea. The state of political affairs 
puzzles the best of them, and predictions as to 
next week’s results are nct based on anything 
tangible. The Republican county ticket is weak ; 
80 is that hoisted by the Democracy, excepting 
in spots. Judge John C. Nott and Francis 
Woods, whom the Democrats failed to renom- 
inate for County Judge and Surrogate, respect- 
ively, are exceedingly popular, and this fact can- 
not but have its effect on the ticket as a whole. 
There are many Democrats who have declared 
that they will not vote atall. The registration 
shows a large falling off This is not all due to 
dissatisfaction among Democrats, for there are 
some dissatisfied Republicans over the fact that 


the Republicans put the discarded Judge Nott 
on their ticket for County Judge in place of a 
Republican, 

robably the strongest name on the county 
ticket of the Democrats is that of Hugh Reilly, 
for re-election as District Attorney. He has a 
young man running against him, Charles B. 
Templeton, who is but iittle kuown. Perhaps 
the weakest nomination of the Democrats is 
that of Jacob H. Clute for County Judge, and 
this fact taken into consideration it is almost 
beyond peradventure that Judge Nott will suc- 
ceed. Martin D. Conway, at present a police 
magistrate, is well liked, but will suffer because 
he took Judge Woods’s place. A German, 
Robert Scherer, is running against him. As 
there is not a German on the Democratic ticket, 
the fact is being worked in the interest of 
Scherer. ‘ 

The Senatorial contest is not very spirited. 
The Republicans, after casting about, bit on 
Major George H. Treadwell, a State Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner. He is a wealthy fur mer- 
chant and brother-in-law of ex-Mayor John 
Boyd Thacher. Tie Democrats say he has put 
$15,000 into the pool, but this he denies. He 
says that it would not do fora Civil Service 
Commissioner and an exponent of the system 
to put up money to buy votes. There seems to 
be sume truth in this, for the Republicans are 
‘‘ kicking’ because he does nut “ante up.” His 
oppenent is Norton Chase, a young lawyer, 
whose father was Penitentiary Commissioner 
for some years, and who once ran for Mayor 
on a union ticket. He ran for the Senate two 
years ago and was defeated by Heury Kus- 
sell, who was declared elected by 8 votes, 
after the remarkable conflict in the Eleventh 
District of Waterviiet. The contest for Senator 
will be close, with the odds in favor of Mr. 
Chase. 

For Assembly it looks as though Michael J. 
Nolan, the regular Democratic nominee in the 
First, will be elected over an independent nom- 
inee anda Republican; that William B. Page, 
Republican, will succeed in the Second; that 
Galen R. Hitt, Democrat, will be sent back from 
the Third, and that William 8. Le Roy, Repub- 
lican, will be re-elected in the Fourth over M, 
C. Gillice, who is very unpopular, 





AN ELECTRIC WIRE ABLAZE. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 28.—A trightful exhibition 
of the power of the electric current of the street 
railway circuit was given to-day, along the line 
of the Mount Auburn-street Railroad. The 
guard wire, which hangs above the conducting 
wire to protect other wires from coming in con- 
tact with the electric current, broke, and as it 
formed a circuit when resting on the charged 


wire, with one end on the street, the current 
passed through it. The result was terrifying. 
The wire became white with heat and sparkled 
and flamed with the blue-and-white flashes of 
an overcharged conductor. ‘ 

Confusion reigned on the streets. The burn- 
ing wire was consumed and fellin pieces. Men 
ran and women shrieked. Horses were fright- 
ened and rushed away from the dreadful light. 
Wagons and street cars collided, but, fortunate- 
ly, the falling wire nowhere touched any human 
being, and no casualties followed. 





ONE OUT OF FIVE SAVED. 

NoRFOLK, Va, Oct. 28.—The picked life-say- 
ing crew from stations Nos. 4, 5, and 6 susceded 
this morning in rescuing the only surviving 
member of the crew of the schooner George T. 
Simmons of Camden, N. J., wrecked last Wednes- 
day night near False Cape. Of the five mem- 
bers of the crew who lashed themselves in the 
rigging when the vessel went into the breakers 
Robert Lee Grant was the only one who had 
endurance to hold out during four nights and 
three days, and most of the time under a terrific 
gtorm and tremendous breakers. One by one 
his four comrades became exhausted and 
dropped into the sea. When relief came Grant 
wat almost ready tofollow his fellow-seamen, 
tor he was wora out from his jong and terrible 
struggie for life. After he was taken ashore 
Grant recovered rapidly and is well. 





TWO DEMOORATIO VETERANS. 

NEwsBuRG, N. Y., Oct. 28.—Stephen Smith of 
Goshen is ninety-three years of age. He has 
lived on the farm he now occupies since he was 
ten years of age. For over seventy years he 
has votea at the same polling place, and has 
never missed a general election or one of any 
local importance.

TO PUSH BALLOT REFORM 


VOTERS TO BE APPEALED TO 
BY THE REFORM OLUBSB. 
CANDIDATES FOR THE LEGISLATURE TO 
BE PUT ON RECORD ON THIS SUB- 

JECT—RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 


The subject of ballot reform was discussed by 
the Reform Club last night. The meeting was 
call@d in pursuance of a resolution adopted 
Oct. 28. to consider this resolution, which 
should become the platform, so to speak, of 
the organization during the present politicul 
campaign, 

Resoived, That the Reform Club recommends to 
voters that they support in the coming election 
those candidates for the Legislature, irrespective 
ot party, who favor the essential elements of the 
Saxton Ballot Reform bill, to wit: 

First—The ballots should be printed and dis- 
tributed at the public expense. 

Second—The names of ali candidates for the same 
office should be printed upon the same ballot. 

Third—The ballot should be delivered to the voter 


within the polling place on election day by sworn 
public officials. 


Fourth—Unly ballots so delivered should be voted, 
the voter guaranteed absolute privacy in preparing 
his ballot, and the secrecy of the ballot made com. 
pulsory. , ‘ 

The committee, upon whose recommendation 
the meeting was called, included H. E. Dem- 
ing, Lucien Oudin, J. Hampden Dougherty, 
Louis F. Post, John Brooks Leavitt, Walter 8. 
Logan, Lawrence Dunham, William M. Ivins, 
Edward B, Whitney, William T. Croasdale, 
Daniel G. Thompson, Wheeler H. Peckham, A. 
C, Bernheim, William J. Coombs, John De Witt 
Warner, and Calvin Tomkins. 

Mr. Deming, as the Chairman of the commit- 
tee, was the sponsor of the resolution and 
spoke in its support for some time. He said 
that three years ago, when the club was organ- 
ized, ballot reform was one of its chief purposes. 

“Then,” continued the speaker, “ballot re- 
form was not popular; now it is the cry of every 
party, of every faction, of every politician. 
Lately we have heard the great assemblies of 
Democrats and Republicans announce certain 
ecowgg ey of this reform, but they have not 

een the kind of ballot_reform which we 
seek to annunciate to-night. This meet- 
ing is called to produce some effect on 
the choice of candidates by electors. It is called 
that the Reform Ciub may aeclare the kind of 
ballot reform it is infavorof. Itis expected 
that the principle shall be made clear. Abso- 
lute privacy of the voter is, we claim, the first 
step to secure the truthof the ballot, and this 
is one of the chief principles of true ba!lot reform, 
1t happens in this city that the candidates have 
been given an opportunity to place themselves 
on record in relation to this matter. Besides, 
the platforms of both parties detine what kind 
of ballot reform they believe in.” 

George Cary Eggleston suggested that as an 
amendment to the tirst paragraph of the reso- 
lution the words ‘irrespective of varty” 
and ‘‘the Saxton Ballot Retorm bill” be elim- 
inated, and that instead of the latter “ true bal- 
lot reform” be substituted on the ground that 
the “Reform Club should not degrade 
itself by being the tail to a_ kite, and 
such a one as helped to defeat our 
party at the polls last election.” He object- 
ed to the support of the Saxton bill because it 
was ‘‘yotthe Saxton bill, for the original was 
fallacious, and when it was imprvuvea it was no 
longer the Saxton bill.” He velieved with all 
his might in ballot reform, he said, but he be- 
lieved that the Reform Club should only sup- 
port the principles of true bailot reform. 

Mr. Deming—Laccept the amendment because 
it coes not alter the resolution. [Laughter. | 

Then another amendment was offered that 
instead of the word “ Legislature” be inserted 
that of ‘Assembly,’ because there was the 
fight for ba!lot reform to be made. 

Mr. Eggleston—I do not think a man should 
be supported merely because he happens to be 
asupporter of ballot reform. Take, for ex- 
ample, the wicked Gibbs, for in his case there is 
no danger of libel Should he be in favor of 
ballot reform, could @ member of this club 
cousistently support him? Yet such ‘would 
be the support of candidates to the Legislature, 
irrespective of persons. In this struggle for 
ballot reform, the main fixht of this organiza- 
tion for tariff reform should not be slighted. 

Thomas G. Shearman thought that the mover 
of the motion and the amendment had both 
spoken earnestly about the points at issue. “{ 
believe,” he went on, “that thereis no such 
thing as liberty until. we get tariff reform as 
I believe there is no question before the public 
so important as tariff reform. Still, we are now 
on the eve of a State election which is singular- 
ly free from all bitterness, Should we not, then, 
utilize the opportunity to secure the enfranch- 
isement of the workingmen who are led up 
to the ballot boxes like sheep to the slaughter. 
We need to move forward to the absolute 
freedom of these persons. This is a move- 
ment for liberty; it is a movement for ballot 
reform, and in these complex political struggles 
we must take one step at a time.” 

After Walter 8. Logan had emphasized Mr. 
Shearman’s remarks, Wheeler H. Peckham 
declared: ‘It has been suggested that 
we limit the action of this resolution to 
one division of the Legislature because there 
are other objects of reform of equal or 
higher importance. But I have failed to notice 
the signs of the times if there is anything that 
is as important as that of ballot reform. Is 
there any liberty higher than being able to vote 
as one will! It we want tariff retorm, is it not 
essential that we first secure ballotreform? It 
seems to me that the question is whether we 
will be able to carry out the principle that 
every Man may vote as be will. If we succeed 
we have a free country—if we fail we might as 
well be the subjects of the Czar of Russia.” 

John DeWitt Warner oceasioned much ap- 
plause by his objections to the amendment, and 
then William M. Ivins said: ‘*It was not more 
than two years ago that I called upon a leader 
ot Tammany Hall and told him that the young 
men wanted ballot reform. He replied: 
‘Tne people do not want it. They have 
the ballot!’ IF waiked down Broadway with 
this same man to-day. What he said was: 
‘Tammany Hallis pledged to ballot reform!’ 
It is not more than five years ago that 
the Australian system was first spoken 
of by Henry George; then Thorndike 
Rice spoke of it. Since then Massa- 
chusetts, Rnode Island, Indiana, several other 
States in the West and Connecticut have passed 
pallot laws, and in New-York the measure has 
bas becn twice passed and reached a Governor 
who returned it and invited the lambs to come 
again and be fleeced.”’ 

William T. Croasdale followed in support of 
the resolution, as did also R. R. Bowker, and 
then the amendment was withdrawn and the 
resolution was passed unanimously. 

It was decided that the club should dissem- 
inate its principles among the workingmen by 
means of the Committee on Ballot Re- 
pform, and Mr. Shearman, who _ pro- 

osed this action, subscribed $100 for 
ts furtherance. Then it was resolved that 
the Committee on Ballot Reform should collect 
and lay vefore the club the records and the sen- 
timents of the candidates for election by all 
parties concerning the subject of the evening’s 
discussion.

NOTES FROM MEXICO. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 28, via Galveston.—Af- 
fairs in Guatemala arein a bad state. A revo- 
lution on alarge scale, said to be backed by 
New-York parties, is imminent. The revolu- 
tionists make a pretense of counting on Mexi- 
can aid, but Government officials here say that 
Mexico will not back any revolution. Letters 
to Al Pabellon Nacional (newspaper) state that 
a war between Guatemala and San Salvador is 
imminent. 

The Mexican gunboat Democrat arrived at 
Guaymas to-day with 300 men of the Twenty- 
fourth Infantry on board. Thése men have 
been ordered into service in the campaign 
against the 7 Indians. The Yaquis refuse 
to surrender. he Government is making ar- 
rangements to transfer them from the State of 
Sonora tothe State of Sinaloa. 


LOITA’S HOTEL NOT SOLD, 
Boston, Oct. 28.—The announcement in Chi- 
cago, and reproduced elsewhere, that the Inter- 
national Hotel property here, owned by Lotta, 
had passed into the hands of Mr. J. H. Beek- 
man, recently of Parker’s, is denied. It was 


said that Mr. Beekman was to have a silent 
partner in Mr. Lifaat yrey of Young’s, who is a 
‘warm personal friend of the late proprietor of 
Parker’s. The silent partner, Mr. Whipple of 
Young’s, it is learned, has 0 interest whatever 
in the hotel.

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HARRISON HURTING HIS PARTY, 


SENATOR FARWELL’S CLAIM FOR HIS 
OFFICIAL PRIVILEGES, 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Senator Farwell’s atten- 
tion was called to-day to a story from Wash- 
ington that President Harrison had asked 
Congressman Taylor of Chicago why he and his 
colleagues of the Senate and House did not sub- 
mit alist of five or six names for each of the 
Chicago offices so that there would be room for 
the exersise of Executive choice in filling the 
place. 

‘*Itdoesn’t seem to me at all probable that 
the President said anything of the sort,” said 
the Senator. “Certainly nothing of that nature 
has been intimated to me.” 

“What would you think of such a proposition. 
Mr. Farwell?” 

“TI would not approve it, certainly. The Con- 
stitution provides that the President shall make 
appointments by and with the consentof the 


Senate. Under this provision I have advised 
the appointment of certain men to the offices to 
be filled, and I have no reason to doubt that the 
President will act accordingly. It is physically 
impossible for him to select men for the offices 
he must till by appointment, and the duty has 
devolved on me naturally and constitutionally. 
I have lived here ali my life, and it certainly 
must be conceded that | am in a better position 
to select proper candidates for the carne 
places than one wholly unacauaintea with the 
available material.” 

* What effect is the delay having on the party 
organization? Is it not demorlizing ?” 

“IT thinkitis. I wrote to the President, set- 
ting forth the facts quite fully, and urged upon 
him the importance of filling these places im- 
mediately. LI called his attention to the situa- 
tion of our men, who have been cleaned out of 
the Cits Haliand have long been waiting for 
expected positions in the Federal Building. I 
told him that Mr. Cregier, elected Mayor six 
months after the Republicans had gained their 
great national victory, had provided for his 
friends, yet here were the Republicans atill 
kept out of the places under Mr. Harrison’s 
Administration which they naturally felt them- 
selves justitied in expecting.

MAYOR DAVENPORT’S BLOW. 


IT FELL FULL ON THE FACE OF CON- 
GRESSMAN TARSNEY. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 28.—Mayor Davenport 
slapped Congressman Tarsney fullin the face 
this afternoon and in return very nearly re- 
ceived a shot from the Congressman’s revolver. 
It was all on account of the entertainment of 
the Pan-American tourists, who will arrive here 
next Wednesday morning. 

' A meeting was held at the Commercial Clup 
this afternoon to perfect arrangements for the 
entertainment of the distinguished visitors. 


The Mayor had vetoed an ordinance passed by 
the City Council appropriating $1,000 to be ex- 
pended for entertaining the guests. The Coun- 
cil overrode the veto, and then the Mayor 
ordered the Treasurer not to recognize 
drafts upon the Treasury for that pur- 
pose. During the discussion this afternoon 
Jongressman Tarsney referred in terms not 
very complimentary to the Mayor's action. 
Davenport started to leave the room, and on 
doing so, said: “If Ican help it not a penny of 
the city’s Money shall be used illegally, but I 
will contribute from my own pocket as much 
as Mr. Tarsney or any other man tor the enter- 
tainment of the delegates.” 

Mr. Tarsney replied: “I donot care to resort 
to pothouse methods.” 

This enraged Mr. Davenport, and in an angry 
tone he defied the Congressman to repeat the 
statement. Mr. Tarsney repeated it. The 
words were no sooner out of his mouth than the 
Mayor dealt him aresounding slap full in the 
face. Mr. Tarsney reached into his hip pocket 
to draw his revolver, but his friends prevented 
him from using the weapon. 





A HORSE OWNER SHOT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Mr. Edward Fiunt, a 
well-known young lawyer, a gentleman steeple- 
chase rider, and owner of Seymour, St. Swithin, 
and other race horses, was shot and seriously 
wounded about 4 o’clock this afternoon in the 
Shoomaker wine rooms by George Mantz, for- 
merly proprietor of a notorious saloon in this 
city, but now a political worker in Maryland. 
The men met in the saloon by chance, and 
Mantz called Blunt away from his companions 
to the rear, of the sture? Here an altercation 


arose, and when the attention of those in the 
front part of the place was attracted by the dls- 
turbance they beheld Blunt retreating with a 
large pocketknife in his hand, Mantz following 
him up. 

Blunt’s friends interposed and induced him to 
leave the place. As they were going out Blunt 
glanced back and saw that Mantz was still close 
to him. He told Mantz that, if attacked, he 
would use the knife, and the next instant 
Mantz bad drawn a revolver and commenced 
firing. One shot took effect in Blunt’s right 
hip and another in his side. The wounds 
are serious, but Blunt in a few hours was well 
enough to be conveyed to his home. Mantz as- 
serts that Blunt was advancing on bim with the 
knife when he fired. Blunt comes of a well- 
— Maryland family and has a good reputa- 
tion. 





Hk TOOK HIS OWN LIFE. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Charles Clark, better 
known as “Old Charlie,” once a millionaire in 
New-York and latterly a bartender in this city, 
committed suicide this morning at 173 West 
Lake-street. Despondency is thought to have 
been the cause of the deed. Clark was an 
American, born in New-York State. 

He was married to a lady of refinement in 
Brooklyn and had one daughter. After the 
death of his wife he came West and settled in 
Chicago. Here he lost all his money in specula- 
tion and in other ways. He then went to tend- 
ing bar, and had been doing that sort of work 
almost up to the time of his death. For a week 
or more he had been out of work. 

The last person to see Clark alive was Mrs. 
Lustra, a German woman, with whom he had 
been boarding. He told her he had been a good 
deal of trouble to her, but would sot trouble 
her any more. He wentto bed in pad spirits. 
This morning about 8 o’clock Mrs. Lustra was 
startied by a pistol shot,*and running into 
Clark’s room found him dead, with a bullet 
wound in his head. He was about sixty-five 
years of age, and leaves a daughter in Brooklyn. 

is body was removed to the Morgue, and the 
one-time millionaire will have to be buried by 
the city.

STRIKING PARTY BEGGARS 


POLITIOAL ASSESSERS 10 BE 
PUNISHED. 
EXAMPLE TO BE MADE OF THE OLD 
DOMINION REPUBLICAN LEAGUE— 
CUSTOM HOUSE APPOINTMENTS. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The President to-day 
made the following appointment: , 

Surveyor General of Florida—JoHN CU. SLOCUM 
of Florida. 
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Believing that it will be useful both as a 
salutary lesson and warning to the spoils- 
men of both political parties and a distinct ad- 
vantage to the cause of civil service reform, 
the Civil Service Commissioners are preparing 
to prosecute some of the officers of the Old 
Dominion Republican League of the District of 
Columbia. Within the last month clerks and 
employes of the Government who are citizens 
of Virginia have found on their desks circulars, 
signed by the President and Secretary of the 
Old Dominion League, calling their attention to 
the pending Virginia campaign, and continuing 
as follows: 


“The Old Dominion Leaque was organized to 
assist in the election of the Republican ticket, and 
respectinliy asks your co-operation by your becom- 
ing amember, and making such turther contriba- 
tion to aid in the campaign as your means will 
permit. Initiation fee, $1; dues, 25 cents a month.” 

This circular was regarded by its recipients 
as@ polite assessment for political purposes, 
and one of the documents found its way to the 


office of the Civil Service Commission. The 
Commissioners tound that some of the officers 
of the league were Federal office holders, and 
that allof them had violated the civil service 
law by sending out the circular. One of these 
officers, P. W. C. Elam, a chief of division in the 
Interior Department, was a delegate to the 
Norfolk Convention and one of Mahbone’s chief 
henchmen. Another league officeris also em- 
ployed in the Interior Department, 

There are two sections of the civil service law 
with which the persons who sent out the circu- 
a likely to become famillar. These are as 

ollows: 


SEC. 11. That no Senator or representative or 
Territorial Delegate of the Congress,or Senator, Rep- 
resentative, or Delegate-elect, or any officer or em- 
ploye of either of said houses, and no executive. 
judicial, military, or naval officer of the United 
States, and no cierk or employe of any department, 
branch, or bureau of the executive, nated or 
mnilitary or naval service of the United States shall 
directly or indirectly, solicit or receive, or be in any 
manner concerned in soliciting or receiving, any as- 
sessment, subscription, or contribution for any 
political purpose whatever from any officer, clerk, 
or employe of the United States, or any departnient, 
branch, or bureau thereof, or from any person re- 
ceiving any salary or compensation from moneys 
derived from the Treasury of the United States. 

SEC. 12, That no person shall in any room or 
building occupied in the discharge of official duties 
by any officer or employe of the United States 
mentioned in this act, or in any navy yard, fort, or 
arsenal, solicit, in any manner whatever, or re- 
ceive any contribution of money or - other 
thing of value for any political purpose whatever. 

Section 15 of the same law provides that 
the pereon who violates any of these provisions 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$5,000, or imprisonment for not over three 
yeurs, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

The Commissioners have no doubt that the 
senders of the league circulars have made 
themselves liable to suffer this penalty, and it 
is bes gr to put the matter in the hands 
of the United States District Attorney. They 
are taking their time in getting the case into 
shape, and nothing will be done in advance of 
the Virginia election. They do not care to in- 
vite the criticism that they are trying to in- 
fluence Virginia voters one way or the other. 
The heads of departments in which the leagne 
officers are employed will be novcified of the 
Commissioners’ intention to proceed against 
the guilty persons, but this will be as a matter 
of courtesy only. 

In only one other case has the Civil Service 
Comwission undertaken to prosecute a violator 
of the political-assessment provisions of the 
law. This was at Grand Rapids, Mich., where a 
Post Office employe was charged with collect- 
ing political assessments from the clerks, The 
comumnission got the facts together aud turned 
them over to the District Attorney, and the 
case is now pending, 

All three Commissioners are united in the 
course they have taken, and they feel confident 
that a single conviction willdo more than any 
other one thing to put a stop to the vicious 
system the law is designed to suppress. 

The members of the Old Dominion League are 
putting on as bold a face as og page= They 
held a meeting to-night and decided to defy the 
Civil Service Commission. It was announced 
that the circulars had proved a total failure so 
far as securing campaign subscriptions was 
concerned. It was also announced that there 
was use in Virginia for allthe money that could 
be raised. 

These two announcements resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three to visit the 
Interior and Post Office Departments and the 
Pension Office Friday next and personally 
solicit subscriptions from the Virginia clerks. 
It is understood that the committee included 
Executive Committeeman Braine,John Hall,and 
J. W. Jones, each being well posted concerning 
the roll of Virginians in the department heis to 
visit. Friday was selected because it will be 
the first of the month, when Government clerks 
receive their salaries, and will therefore have 
money in their pockets when the demand is 
made for help for Mahone. The league pro- 
fesses to have no fear of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, but it took the prevaution to appoint 
no Federal office holders on the soliciting com- 
mittee. 

a 

The Secretary of the Treasury has consented 
to the creation of two additional Deputy Sur- 
veyors for New-York, and at the same time has 


approved the transfer of Deputy Surveyor 
Nicoll. To fill the three offices thus laia open 
he to-day approved of the appolntment as 
Deputy Surveyors of John W. Corning of 
Palmyra, Jobn Collins of New-York, and Avery 
B. Catlin of Brooklyn. The appointments of 
Corning and Collins had been expected, and have 
been mentioned from time to time as likely te 
be made immediately. Some wonder is ex- 
pressed that Corning should abandon the office 
of Sergeant at Arms of the State Senate, which 
has been considered good for $3,000 a year, to 
take the place of Deputy Surveyor at $2,500. 

To some of the politivians who are looking for 
political reasons, the anxiety of Corning to get 
a@ place in the Custom House is taken as an in- 
dication of fear that the Democrats may capt- 
ure the Senate in the approaching election. 
Some of the reports that are brought here by 
Republicans from the interior of the State rep- 
resent the political conditions as very disa- 
greeable and unpromising. Messrs. Depew, 
Piatt, and Miller are all represented as having 
joined in asking Corning’s appointment. 


The Vice President’s fine new tavern, which 
is now, dispensing ‘‘ spirituous and intoxicating 
drinks,” by the indulgence of the District Com- 


missioners, ought to be protected by the fullest 
saaction of the law after Friday. Ajl applica- 
tions before the Commissioners may not be 
acted upon on that day, but the Sitar says 
to-night that ‘“‘ under the laws of the District, 
the saloons are required to have new licenses 
to conduct business for twelve months from 
that date.” It is fair to assume that the ap- 
plication signed by the Vice President will be 
attended to promptly, and that there will be 
no delay in removing his “‘bar, or sample 
room,” out of the reach of the policeman who 
is looking for violations of the law. 

A gentieman who lives opposite to the Shore- 
ham, and who cheerfully gave his assent to the 
Vice President’s request to be allowed to run a 
*“*bar and sample room” in connection with his 
hotel, expressed the opinion to-day that Mr. 
Morton would not have the slightest difficulty 
in securing the consent of all bis neighbors to 
the reasonable privilege for which he has made 
application.

The rapid growth 
of iron and steel shipbuilding in the United 
States has made such an activedemand for 
naval architects that these men ,can obtain 
much higher salaries from private firms than 
the Government pays,and the only way to 
keep them is to make them assistant naval 
constructors, with opportunities for promotion 
and retirement in old age. 

It is understood that Passed Assistant En- 
gineer William H, Nauman, now on duty in the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, will be assigned 
to auty as chief engineer of the gunboat Petrel 
when she goes in commission. 

The board appointed to report on the plans 
and weight calculations of the battle ship Texas 
is still at work, and, it is understood, will sub- 
mit @ very exhaustive report. The junior 
member of the board, Assistant Naval 
Constructor Hewes, is now at the Navy 
Department, carefully revising every item in 
the conflicting calculations made by the Bureau 
of Construction and by Constructor Bowles. 
He will take plenty of time and do the work 
thoroughly, and the report based on his figures 
ought to settle the question as to whether the 
ship as originally designed will float. 


Secretary Tracy this afternoon awarded the 
contract for building two of the 2,000-ton cruis- 
ers, proposals for which were opened Saturday, 
to the Columbian Iron Works and Dry Dock 
Company of Baltimore for $1,225,000. The 
contract for the third ona will be awarded to 
either Hurrison Loring of Boston or N. F. 
Palmer & Co. of New-York, each of whom bid 
$674,000. They were to agree between them- 
selves which should have the coniract, but as 
yet nothing has been heard from them at the 
department. 

Palmer & Co, are now building the Concord 
and Bennington and the machinery for the 
Maine, the hull of which is building at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. While in Washington 
Saturday Mr. Palmer told the Secretary tnat he 
had been greatly and agreeably surprised upon 
the occasion of his last visit to the Brooxlyn 
yard. He had found the work on the Maine 
advanced further than he had expected, and 
said that better or faster work could not be 
done in any private shipbuilding yard in the 
country.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—“Boss” Mahone has 
abandoned his Virginia puppets long enough to 
pay a flying visit to the capital In company 
with Judge Waadill he was seen driving about 
to-day with “Blocks-of-Five’ DudJey and As- 
sistant Postmaster General Clarkson, and the 
reports from the departments visited by this 
choice aggregation of ingenuity and virtue are 
that they were looking for patronage and 
money with which to strengthen the Mahone 
cause in the last days of the Virginia fight. The 
frequency of the visits of Mahone have not 
passed unnoticed, and the calls at the depart- 
ments are always for the same purpose—he 
wants plunder of some sort, and he insists upon 
having it quick. 

The Democrats of Virginia are reasonably 
confident that they will beat Mahone next 
week, but there have been discouraging reports 
that would breed overcorfideuce and neglect 
on the part of voters, and the conservative tone 
adopted by them has led the Mahone men to the 
conclusicn that the Democrats were alarmed at 
the prospect of defeat. The report found its 
way into print that Senator Barbour had given 
up the fight and was looking forward to Ma- 
hone’s election.

These 
feasts are prepared especially for the benefit of 
the negroes. The money and good things need- 
ful for these immense spreads will be furnished 
by the men who formerly owned the negroes, 
whose votes now menace the civilization of 
this State. The first of these barbecues will 
take place in Mecklenburg County, in Lang- 
ston’s district, and itis expected thatit will be 
attended by hundreds of negrves.

At Jerusaiem, in 
Southampton County, the home of Mahone, the 
biggest one probably ever given occurred. 
Oxen, hogs, and sheep were barbecued after 
the moat approved fashion of ante-bellum days. 

A well-knowa chef, a Brunswick County negro, 
will have charge of the extensive culipary ar- 
rangements necessary to make the Mecklenburg 
barbecve a success, This man was a former 
slave of the planter in Brunswick County who 
claims the honor of having originated the tooth- 
some stew bearing the name of the county. The 
Democrats count on having hundreds of negroes 
at these barbecues. Nuthing so delights the 
heart of the rural darky as a well-laden table, 
and nothing tickles his vanity more than to have 
the attention of his white neighbors. 

The results of Saturday’s registration, when 
the Republican Party lost so many votes, bas 
stirred up Mahone. He is bending every energy 
to overcome these losses.

And—so the dis- 
patches here élaborately explained—a bitter 
warfare was sure to result, so angéred have 
other companies become over the new relation- 
ship. Rock Island people—President Cable in 
partioular—have been quoted as breathing all 
manner of threatenings and slaughter. 

Evidently, however, such dispatches have 
been largely for stock-jobbing effect and based 
upon romance chiefly. Mr. Cable said last 
night that the move was undoubtedly a good 
business scheme for both the companies inter- 
ested. He say no war ahead. He did not look 
for rate troubles or boycotts of any kind.

Boston, Oct. 28.—The Boston News Bureau 
says: The Union Pacific Northwestern Trattic 
Alliance may hasten the completion of a yet 
greater raliroaai alliance between the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, Chicago, bur- 
lington and Northern, and the Mani- 
toba. west of Chicago, with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad system, east of Chicago. 
President Hill of the St. Paul, Minnesota and 
Manitoba has long been at work upon such a 


union, and the recent heavy buying of Mani- 
toba, and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy by 
large ban house interests in New-York has 
been with this end in view. This will be a 
great step in the direction of three or four great 
railroad systems for the whole country. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Oct. 28.—President Hill of 
the Manitoba is absent from the city. The 
other officials either know nothing of the pro- 


posed aliiance or they are not in a position 
to k. While events of the  Jast 
few years oint to such an =alliance 
as that talke of, nothing has yet been 
consummated. It is possible, however, that 
the Northern Pacific-Wisconsin Central deal 
may hasten matters somewhat, though the gen- 
eral impression has been that nothing would 
be done until the Manitoba had opened ita line 
to the Pacific.

THE FREIGHT CAR FAMINE. 

The reports of the freight car famine received 
in this city indicate that it is much more serious 
than any similar one for many years, but 
though there is great difficulty in transporting 
the great volume of heavy freights the delays 
bring solace to the railways, tor they mean an 
enormous increase of business. However, rates 
are excesdingly low. 

One day last week the Rock Island was short 
fully 1,600 cars, and later in the week the Chi- 
eago and Alton had 500 grain cars side-tracked 
at its eastern end, and the railway officials were 
endeavoring to get the owners of the grain to 
unload so that the cars might be pressed into 
service. The reports from the line of the Pennsyl- 
vania from Philadelphia to Chicago are notable, 
Seemingly at no point along the lines are there 

ufficient cars to accommodate the business. 

t is announced that most of the important car 
shops of the country are working to their full 
capacity, the Puliman Company being com- 
pelled to refuse business. 

In connection with the famine,it is signifi 
cant that within a fortnight or so the Nickel 
Plate has received more than one thousand car- 
loads of Ohio grapes for points westof the 
Rocky Mountains. In Montana these grapes 
have almost driven the California grapes trom 
the market. This new draft upon the existing 
means for sromapervnnes of course adds to the 

resent difficulties. The Philadelphia and Read- 

ng complains that though orders for coal are! e- 
ing received more rapidly no wthan at any time 
within the last few years, it 18 only hauling 
about 50 per eent. of its orders. It is said, too, 
that at the Pennsylvania shops in Altoona there 
is a double force at work on coal cars, and 
that in addition to these the company has 6,000 
freight and coal cars under construction, The 
Reading supply of cars has been short for 4 
leng time, aud not long ago 1,000 gondola and 
hopper-bottomed cars were turn out, but 
since then the scarcity has been greater than 
ever, and bids for 3,000 coal and 500 hopper 
ears have been solicited. 

Nearly every line between Unicago and the 
Missourt River is complaining to its Eastern 
agents of the shortage of cars, s0 that now, 8s 
all the roads have about all the business they 
ean handle, they will be more concerned about 
the furnishing of cars and motive power to ac- 
eommodate the increased demands than any 
question of reduced rates.

AMERICAN AND CANADIAN MAILS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oot. 28.—With reference te 
a dispatch from Washington stating that on 
and after Nov. 1 packages containing mailable 
liquids, fatty substances, confections, and 
pastes shall be admitted to the mails exchanged 
between Canada and the United States, pro- 
vided they are put up in the manner prescribed 
for such articles to entitle them to transmission 
in the domestic mails of the country in which 
such articles are mailed, the Deputy Postmaster 
General states that, as a matter of fact, Canada 


has always been receiving these articies for de- 
livery, though no formal permission was ever 
iven. 

In accordance with the terms of the Bsa 
convention between Canada and the United 
States, Canadais bound to accept for delivery 
anything that passes in the domestic mails of 
the Unitec States, and similarly the United 
States is bound to deliver Canadian packages. 
Formal application was made by the Postmas- 
ter General at Washington for permission to 
send these articles into Canada, and he was 
simply informed that the department here beld 
that the existing convention covered the 
matter.

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SON1IAG’S MURDHRER CAUGHT. 


A BITTER FEELING AROUSED AGAINST 
THE HUNGARIANS. 


SCRANTON, Penn, Oct. 28.—The brutal buteh 
ery of a peaceable German named Jacob Sontag 
late last night in his own parlor, in the pres- 
ence of his wife and children, by three desper- 
ate Hungarians, who broke into his house, has 
produced a bitter state of feeling against the 
filthy Huns. Sontag, who was a residend of 
Sctanton for twenty-nine years, was in the par- 
lor of his house with his wifé and children, 
when a violent knocking was heard at the out- 
side door and window. The place was a res- 
taurant, but it had not been opened during Sun- 
day, and Sontag said to his family that those 
who were clamoring for admittance would go 
away when they found their efforts were use- 
less, In this he was miStaken, as thé doot was 
broken open the next minute and three desper- 
ate Hungarians began clamoring for drink in a 
strange tolgue. 

Sontag tried to get them away, but one of 
their number plinged a knife three times in his 
breast, andin leas than tifteen minutes he was 
lying dead onthe floor. The assassin and his 
comrades fled as soon as they saw what they 
had done, and several of the neighbors followed 
them. Two police officers joined in pursuit, 
and it was not until one of them drew his ;,, tol 
and threatened to kill that the murderer ti..¢w 
away his bloody knife. After a sharp chase the 
murderer was captured, but the other two made 
their escape. The prisuner was identified by 
Sontag’s son as the man who did the stabbing. 
He is about twenty-three years old, and aives 
his name as Paul Hydo. He cannot speak 
English. 

A search for his accomplices was kept up all 
night, and this forenoon one of them, oalling 
himself Frank Palagi, was found working on 
the railroad at a place called the Notoh. Palagi 
and Hydo had a preliminary hearing before 
Alderman Fuller this afternoon, and were iden- 
tified by the members of Soutag’s family. They 
were then handcuffed together and placed in 
the county jail to await trial. Palagi is thirty- 
two years ola. Neither of the D agi ngs eoula 
speak English, and they seemed quite indiffer- 
ent to the proceedings until the blood-stained 
knife was produced, when Hydo seemed to be 
ill at ease. 

The third member of the trio is named Gardy, 
and is still at large. It is difficult to learn the 
names of Hungarians or to identify them be- 
cause they all take new names on coming to 
this country, and are known by numbers in the 
gangs in which they are employed. The killing 
of Sontag in the presence of his wife and ghil- 
dren is one of the most terrible deeds ever per- 
petrated in this region.

FATHER AND SON SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 
BY DR. WOLF’S LANCET. 


Dr. Matthew Wolf, whose office is at 608 
Broadway, Brooklyn, was a prisoner in the 
Fourteenth Precinct Station House last night, 
charged with assault with intent to kill, and 
standing a vory fair chance of being tried at an 


early date for murder. He is a young man, 
about thirty-five, and has a wife and family. 

According to Mrs. Wolf he is a drinking man, 
and,on July 23, drove her and her children 
from home. She took refuge with the family of 
an old friend Jonp Walters of 189 Trautman- 
street. Dr. Woif ives at 169 Trautman-street 
and he was near enough to his wife’s new 
home to annoy 3 very much. About 8 
o'clock last night he went to the Walters 
household. He was intexicated, and Mr. Wal- 
ters ordered him out. Tha doctor wanted to 
860 his wife, but she declined to go down stairs. 

8 he still refused to go out Mr. Walters started 

or & policeman, but had not reached the door 
when Wolf drew a physician’s lancet and 
stabbed him in the abdomen. 

The wounded man sank to the tioor, but his 
son Valentine grappled with Wolf and was 
Stabbed twice in the back and in the right arm. 
De. Wolfthen esnaped and went to his home, 
Where he was subsequently arrested. 

His victims were taken to St. Mary’s Hospi- 
tal, where old Mr. Walters’s wound was found 
to be very dangerous. The physicians think 
that it will be necessary to perform the opera- 
tion known as laparatomy. The wound in Val- 
oe tine’s back is near the spine and 1s very seri- 
ous, 





DYING OF HIS INJURY. 


THE RESULT OF A DRUNKEN QUARREL 
IN A SALOON. 


Coroner Messemer was summoned to Roose- 
velt Hospital yesterday to take the ante-mortem 
deposition of Peter Geraghty, a laborer, of 531 
West Thirty-sixth-street, who was suffering 
from a fracture of the base of the skull, the 
result of violence. The man was unconscious, 
and his statement could not be obtained. 

Geraghty was brought to the hospital on the 
19th inst. in an ambulance from the liquor 
saloon at Eleventh-avenue and Thirty-sixth- 
street. The saloon keeper told the ambulance 
surgeon that Geraghty had fallen in the saloon 
and struck his head on a spittoon, but it has 
since been ascertained that the injury was 
the result of an assault.

HER RECORD IS BAD.

BECKER’S TRIAL BEGUN. 

The trial of Andrew Becker, a Tompkinsville 
saloon keeper, forthe murder of James Conway 
was begun yesterday in the Richmond County 
Oyer ana Terminer Court before Judge Cullen. 
The murder was committed in Becker’s saloon 
at Bay and Hannah streets, Tompkinsville, 
on Sunday morsing, Sept. 22. Becker’s wife 


had furnished him with money to run a saloon 
at South Beach, 8.1. Conway, who boarded 
with the Beckers, sold canes near the South 
Beach saloon. In response to questions put to 
-him by Mys. Becker, he saia that her husband 
was drinking too much for his own good. 

On the Sunday morning in question Becker 
came up from the Beach and finding Conway at 
breakfast, accused him of carrying tales to his 
wife. The quarrel eeased after a while, and the 
two men went into the barroom together.

FERNS AND THEIR ALLIES. 

Prot. N, L, Britton read a paper last evening 
before the New-York Academy of Science at 
Hamilton Hall, Columbia College, on “ Ferns 
and Their Allies, Present and Past.” The paper 
was accompanied with illustrative views of the 
plants thrown upon a screen, Many handsome 
groups were exhibited, notably of the tree ferns 
and maidenhair ferns,@Specimens of “club” 
mosses and * horsetails” were also shown. The 
allies of the fern, Prof. Britton said, were the 
Lycopods, or “club” mosses and the HKouisate 
or tails, Of the former there were 94 species 
and 9 were to be found within 100 miles of this 
olty. The largest of these species were in the 
Himalayas. Of the latter there were 20 spe- 
cies and 6 within 100 miles of the city. These

WITH THE MAGNATES — WARD’S 
LETTER. 


From the present outlook the Brotherhood of 
Eentaciovet Baseball Players intends to ignore 
he League officials. At firat it was proposed to 
hold a conference with them, but from a re- 
liable Source it was learned yesterday that that 
idea was dropped,and tne players will co it alone.

ut simply on the fact that there were at that time 
no clubs outside the League to which the player 
could turn. 

“in1881 the American Association had been 
formed, and these League players who were un- 
willing to remain with the clubs reserving them 
gought and received employment with the new 
tlubs. This right of the player to transfer his 
pervices was, of course, never questioned by 
the League shough the willingness of the players 
to offer and the ability of the new Association to 


[oct ot” their services practically defeated the op- 


none oO 


ect of the League’s reservations. {It became neces. 
ary, therefore, for the League to reach seme un- 
Gerstanding with the Association. In the Fallof 1881 
the two associations, joined by the smalier Inter- 
national Association, came together in what was at 
ore known asthe triparite agreementand nas sinae 
evelopedintolthe nationalagreement. In this was 
incorporated the feature of the reserve rule, so that 
reservation was pow extended not saly to League 
Ivbs, but to all clubs in the American Association. 
Sach association had its own reserve, and by the 
terms of the national agresmont each agreed to 
respect the reservation of all the clubs of the other. 
Still, however, there was nothing to prevent any 
player from going outside of these associations pro- 
iding he could find any club able and willing to 
ay him his price. Asa matter of fact, there were 
ew strong Glubs outside, so that with occasional 
withdrawals the players were forced to submit to 
the reservations. In order to cut off the chance for 
even these occasional withdrawals it became the 
policy ot the larger associations to force all minor 
jJeagues springing up into the national agreement, 
end with the power at their command they easily 
accomplished this. 
‘The result was that reservations by any club of 
the two larger assuciations were respected by all 
the clubs of the other minor associations, so that 
any League player whose name was sentin on the 
‘reserve list’ of his club woulda not be given employ- 
meut by avy other clubin any association a party 
to the nationa) agreement. He had either to sub- 
mit to his reservation or go te seme club outside 
the circle of that agreement, but that he had this 
giternative no oneever attempted todispute. When, 
therefere, two yeags ago, the players metthe ‘mag- 
hates’ to agree upon &@ new form of playera’ 
contract, this was the meaning and effect of the 
reserve rule. That it meagt more will not be 
contended by the most violent member of the 
‘trust.’ In formulating the new contract it was 
the players’ aim to have it express—what it had 
pot reviously Aghe—overy relation which was to 
exist between the slab pad player, gid the most im- 
ortant of these, after the conttaak for service, was 
his power of reservation exercised by the clubs. 
Farsgraph 18 was therefore made to read: ‘Itis 
BFtaoE Underatont and pazeed that the said party 
of the first part shall have the right to 'reserve” ye 
seit party of the second part for the season next en- 
uing the term mentioned in Paragraph 2, herein 
Crovided, and said right and privilege is hereby ac- 
corded the said party of the first part upon the fol- 
lowing conditions, wiiich are to be feken and oon. 
straed as conditions precedent to the exercise of 
euch éxtraordinary right or privilege, viz: 
, ae tl) That the said party of the second part shall 
ot be reserved at a salary less than that mentioned 
n the twentieth paragraph herein except by ¢on- 
“pent of the party of the senone art. 
j “**(2.) That he shall be one of not more than fonr- 
feen players reserved, Ke. 
} “ How the condition that the player should not be 
reserved at a reduction of salary was violated and 
; the players cheated out of the only real advantage 
‘they were supposed to have gained need not be re- 
¢ounted here. The League's treaehery and double 
fiealing on that point are familiar to every one, The 
point which concerns this discussion 1s the actual 
Incaning of that paragraph as it now stands. It is 
& well-establighed rule ot law that where technical 
terme are used in a contract evidence may be ad- 
da to show their meaning. The word ‘reserve’ 
as here used is technical; it is used in thig sense 
enly in baseball; the ‘reserve’ rule was that by 
which a certain definite cirole of clubs managed to 
monopolize the services of their payers, and 
*teservation’ was the word by which this power 
‘was desigvated. 
“The word ‘reserve’ was therefore used in the 
ew contract for the distinct purpose of recogniz- 
ng this power only as it then existed. The matter 
was thoroughly discussed by the piayers before- 
hand, Other forms of expression were at first sug- 
ested, but under the direction of our legai adviser 
& was decided to employ that word ‘reserve’ 
ecause it was of certain meaning, because it 
eant the same power then exercised, neither less 
ermore. Ths effect of Paragraph 18, with rela- 
tion to the player's future services, is then 
mply this: He has given the club a qual- 
f od option, an oeption as against every 
elub under the national agreement, but not 
against any club er body of clubs outside ot 
that circle. ae reassured in this belief by the 
inion of ont of the ablest members of the New- 
ork barandaformer occupant of the bench. In 
View of the foregoing facts, the desperate ¢laim of 
the clubs to extend the meaning of the word ‘Tre. 
gerve’ to inciude clubs outside the national agree. 
went, that is, to make it an unqualified option, 18

‘The New-York Club has been very generous 
to its players. Large salaries are paid; the men 
when 62 the road stop at the best hotels and 
always travei first-class. There are no grieyv- 
“rey agaiast the managers, and the players 

ave always spoken in the highest terms of 
President Day. This prepably gave rise to the

ALBANY, Oct. 28.—Gradually the Third-Ave- 
pue Railroad Company is recovering from the 
effects of the big strike several years ago. Ita 
operations for the quarter ended Sept. 30, com- 
pared with the corresponding quarter Jast year, 
show: 
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THE ORONIN:- MURDER IRIAL. 
OUTLINE OF THE TESTIMONY GIVEN BY 
THE WITNESSES YESTERDAY. 

CHICAGO, Oot. 28.—At the opening of the 
Cronin trial this morniug an employe of Patrick 
Dinan, the liveryman, testified gs to the favtg 
of the hiring of the white horse on the evening 
of the 4th of May, when Dr. Cronin was Killed. 
His evidence did not differ materially from that 
given by Dinan himeelf on Saturday, either as 
to the taking out of the horse or his description 
of the man. 

Mrs. Conklin, at whose house Dr. Cronin last 
lived, was the next witness. She told the story 
of how the doctor was called away from her 
hours on the night of May 4 She gaid that at 
7:20 P, M. a stranger, Who seemed nervous and 
excited, rang the door bell and, when she 
opened the door, inquired for Dr. Cronin. He 
seemed very reluctant to enter, but finally did 
80 when told the doctor was engaged with other 


patients, The stranger then took a seat in the 
waiting room. Wheu Dr. Cronin cam@ out of 
his office the man advanced and said; ‘* Dr. 
Cronin, you are wanted to attend a man who 
bas been hurtat O’Sullivan’s ice office.” The doa- 
tor made a remark which [did not hear. At that 
moment the map drew a card from his pooket 
and presented it to the doctor. Dr, Cronin took 
the card and said, “Oh! yes; what Is the nature 
of the accident?” He said, ‘A man hag been 
run over by a wagon.”’ The doctor said, “I will 
be with you soon,” or something to that effect, 
The man gat down again on the edge of a chair 
and the doctor turned, laying the card on the 
mantel piece. 

The man said O'Sullivan was out of town and 
left word that Dr. Cronin was to attend his men. 

. Cronin ran to his private room and gath- 
ere Sonertet some bandages and cotton bat- 
tin ie brought it out with his aurgiogl case 
and a case of splints) Then drawing on bis coat 
as guickly as possible, he left, running out, Car 
rying these things and the case in his arms. 

The witness continued her testimony, saying 
that she then went to a window overlooking the 

treet and saw a buggy, with a white horse at- 
ched, standing before the door. Dr, Cronin 
and the man who called for him got into the 
buggy, which was then driven northward. The 
man seemed anxious to get away. 

Mrs. Conklin then went on to give a descrip- 
tion of the man who came for the doctor, 

Her description tallied very closely with that 
given by former witnesses of the man who hired 
the white horse from Dinan. 

The witness then told the story of the pro- 
ceeding of the day following Dr. Oronin’s dis- 
preserinss. In the morning she and her hus- 

and diseovered the card which the man had 
brought—that of O’Sullivan, the ice man. Mr. 
Conklin went te O’Sullivan’s place at once, and 
that afternoon a Pinkerton detective brought 
O’Sullivan down to the Conkling’ flat 8. Conk- 
lin then related her conversation with O'Sullivan. 
She told him in substance that she thought it 
very strange that a man who employed only 
thrée men and who pad never had an accident 
should employ a physician to be ready on cali in 
case of such g happening; furthermore, it was 
strange that he should pass by sundreds of 
compétent physicians who lived near by and go 
geven miles to arrange with Dr. Oronin, and it 
was strangest of all that very soon thereafter a 
man should appear with his (O’Sullivan’s) card 
and take the doctor away presumably to his 


death. 

Mrs. Conklin then related how she subse- 
quently identified Dinan’s white horse as the 
one drawing the buggy in which Dr. Cronin was 
driven to his death. 

Mrs. Conklin was then cross-examined at 
great length by Mr. Forrest. 

A committee of the friends of the late Dr. 
Cronin held q4 mesting here yesterday for the 
purpose of arranging the details of a memorial 
meeting to be held on the anniversary of the 
execution of Alen, Larkin, and O’Brien, the 
Manchester martyrs, on Nov. 23 next. 

John Deyoy of New-York made an impas- 
sioned speech, in which he denounced Finért 
and the anti-Cronin faction in the Clan-na-Gae 
in the most bitter terms as arch-conspirators 
and arch-fiends. He declared that money was 
needed to follow these conepiratora to Cali- 
fornia, to London, to New-York, where funds 
are being raised for the defense; for the bribing 
ot jurors and the defeat of justice. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

WINNIPEG, Oct. 28.—Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Baker of Chicago arrived here to-day in 
company with a Chicago officer, and they have 
been busy all day investigating a story told b 
Bov Heffer, who was a fellow-prisoner wit 
Burke here. The story was that Burke con- 
toqeed, to him his complicity in the Cronin con- 
spiracy. 

Baker is inclined to believe that Heffer’s story 
is a hoax and thinks his object is to make some 
owing 6 as a witness, but the Chief of Police 
here is so contident that there 1s something in 
the declaration that Mr. Baker will induce him 
to go to Cnicago and give evidence. If there is 
even a shadow of truth in Heftec’s story he will 
be the most valuable witness the prosecution 
has yet discovered. 

Heffer is highly indignant at doubts of the 
authenticity of his story entertained by some. 
He vigorously asserts that every statement he 
has made is true. He now says Burke used to, 
despite his protests that he did not want to hear 
them, persist in telling him details of the plot 
with its murderous outcome. Burke would 
sometimes burst out orying in the cell in 
speaking of the crime. 

Heffer says he can giye the names of every 
one wae was present When Dr. Cronin was mur- 

ere 

Heffer has been a prisoner here ever since April 
last, and, to say the least, it is strange that he is 
acquainted with the details ofa crime commit 
ged a month after his incarceration. 

The Chief of Police of Winnipeg will also go 
to Chicago to give evidence, particularly as +94 
who gave him information which enabled him 
to capture Burke, and also as to damaging 
statewents alleged to have been made by the 
priosner. 





THE SITUATION AT JOHNSTOWN. 
JOHNSTOWN, Penn, Oct. 28.—Beyond the 
washing away of the piers of the Cambria Iron 
Company’s railroad bridge, no damage has yet 
been done by the flood. Tne only public bridge 
across the Sonemeur is in very bad condition, 
and it is feared it will goif the river continues 
to rise. A force of men are at work clearing 
the bridge of floating logs, &e., which have 
lodgea peain t the plérs, Woodvale is consid- 
ly flooded, but no serious damage has yet 
been reported. It has been raining steadily all 
day, and no work was done by the workmen 
searching for the dead in Stony Ureek on ac- 
count of the high waters.

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GAMBLER FENNELL’S DEATH 


YELLOW FEVER COLOSHS HI8 
PROFESSIONAL TOUR, 

HIS DIARY TELLS THE STORY OF GIS 
JOURNBY THROUGH COUNTRIES OF 
THREE CONTINENTS. 

When the Quarantine officials on Swinbyrne 
Island examined the effects of Joseph Fennell, 
stoutly built, middle aged, a passenger by the 
steamship Hondo who arrived there Sept. 15 
suffering from yellow fever, from which he 
soon died, they were surprised to find neatly 
stowed away in his trunk a portable faro outtit 
consisting of a green barze folding lay-out, 
three boxes of playing cards, an abundance of 
chips, a case box, and two dealing boxes. Sa 
plain and modest were the dead man’s other 
possessions that the idea that he was a pro- 
fessional gambler, suggested by the faro out- 
fit, might have been abandoned had not a diary 
kept by him and an enormous revolver anda 
belt full of cartridges been discovered. S 

These settled the question beyond a doub 
The diary had been carefully kept and showed 
that Fennell not only wasa gambler, but that 
when he was stricken with yellow fever on the 
Hondo, which he boarded at Kingston, Jamaica, 
he was on his way home from a gambling tour 
which had taken bim through many of the cap- 
itale of Europe and South and Central America. 

In the early part of the year he had, ao his 
written story revealed, married a young girl at 
Wichita, Kan.; and in March he had left that 
place on his tour. He came to New-York and 
went hence to Liverpool, thence to Dublin, then 
back to Liverpool, then to Bordeaux and Paris, 
and, after a tour of the principal cities of Spain, 
he wound up his European jaunt at Lisbon. 
From the Portuguese capital he went to Buenos 
Ayres and thence made a journey to alfferent 
South and Central American oities. Working 
northward, he reached Kingston, Jamaica, 
where he took passage on the Hondo. 

The diary gave Health Officer Smith the ad- 
dress of the man’s friends in Wichita, and he 
wrote on Sept. 16 to the man’s wife informing 
her of hissickness. A few days later he wrote 
again informing her of his death. No answer 
came from per, but about ten days after Fen- 
nell’s body had been cremated at Swinburne 
Island a letter was received from N, Fennell, 
who said that he was the father of the dead 
man, and was particularily anxious to find gut 
whether his son’s effects did not include a very 
handsome and expensive gambling outfit. He 
said that when his son wentfrom his Western 
home he ha urchased for him at acost of 
$422 a particularly fine set of gambling imple- 
ments, and he wanted them sént to him. 

The matter was referred to the Quarantine 

Commissioners, who informed the senior Fen- 

nell that, <a the gambling apparatus was of 

such Value, they would be warranted in surren- 
dering itonly to a person duly authorized to 
receive it, and that the father would haye to 
secure letters of aiministration on the son’s es- 
tate. Then they proceesed to make an investi- 
gation as to the value of the gambling outfit, 

ot being connoisseurs, they Were obliged to 


accept the judgment of others, and this was to 
he elfect that the “tools” were of the cheapest 


da. 

OF Oct. 14 Mrs, Fennell wrote to Dr. Smith 
explaining that she had just been confined and 
that she had been unable to write for particu- 
Jars of her hushand’s death. She asked that the 
body be sent to Wichita for burial. Letters 
were also received by the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners from Dr. J. H. Tilden, the Fennelis’ 
family physiaien, and from O. H, & J. O. Bent- 
ley, their lawyers. The lawyers’ letter inclosea 
we letter of administration to the senior Fen-

The family were notified of the fact that Fen- 
nell’s body had been cremated, and after some 
further correspondence the Quarantine Com- 
missioners decided to sendall the dead man’s 
effects to his father.. This has beendone. “ We 
had the ashes of the dead man, of which there 
were about two quarts, sewed up in a canvas 
bag and placed with the other eftects,” Com- 
missioner Allen said yesterday afternoon. 
Capt. John 8. Williams of the Aguan Naviga- 
tion Company, who lives at 57 Joralemon- 
street, Brooklyn, and who was a fello w-passen- 
erof Fennell on the Hondo, said last night 
Yat Fennell gamblea a good deal on board, but 
at no one suspected that he was a protession- 
His antagonist was a young English planter 
of Belize, named Wisher, who had learned to piay 
poker a litt e, but who found that Fennell was 
altogether too strong a playerfor him. Helost 
js to Fennell. Capt. Williams says he advised 
‘ennell to be more éareful in hia way of living, 
but his advice wasdisregarded. When they were 
a day out from Greytown, at midnight bl 
nell, who had been playing poker and drin ing 
in the close smoking room, told him that he was 
going to cool off with a salt-water bath, Capt. 
Williams warned him that he would kill him- 
self if he did so, but Fennell took the bath, 
went to bed, and next morning was unable to 
got up. 





FEDERATION OF LABOR. 

DENVER, Col., Oct. 28.—One of the most im- 
portant meetings of a labor organization held 
in this country for some time convened in this 
city yesterday. Nearly 130 delegates of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, representing every section of the United 
States, met in secret session to consider the 
question of a proposed federation of labor, now 
agitating the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers. John J. Hannahan, Vice Grand Master, 


whose headquarters are in Chicago,was present 
and presided over the deliberations. 

The only questions upon which the firemen 
differed were those of detail. It was soon evi- 
dent that the firemen were in favor of federa- 
tion, the various trade-unions retaining their 
autonomy and the right of self-government. 

The matter was thoroughly explained by 
Hannahan ana other advocates, after which the 
convention voted unanimously in favor of fed- 
eration and appointed a committee to notify the 
tarp of Locomotive Engineers of the re- 
sult. 

Another question came before the meeting, 
It arose from a clause in the engineers’ consti- 
tution that prescribes that firemen must with- 
draw from their order before joining the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers after they 
have been promoted. They will ask that it be 
changéd on account of the hardship it works in 
compelling them to lose all money paid for in- 
surance. 





FAOTS ABOUT THE TRANSVAAL. 


Miss Annie Russell, a native of the Transvaal | 


Republic, in South Africa, delivered a leoture 
before the American Geographical Society at 
Chickering Hall last evening, on South African 
republics, their races, and progress. This is 
Miss Russell’s second appearance before a New- 
York audience, she having lectured in this city 
about thirteen years ago, when, as she ex- 
pressed it, every one came to hearher think- 
ing she must be a barbarian because she came 
from Africa. She took her hearers, with the 
aid of excellent stereopticon views, on a trip 
from Cape Town through South Africa, describ- 
Dg a8 she went along: the country and customs 
of the inhabitants. The diamond fields and 
gold mines and their workings were graph- 
loally described and pictured. To show the 
magnitude of the work, she said, 12,000 females 
were employea by one company at their dia- 
mond mines.

That the ‘‘Old Dominion League” is a re- 
vivalin its most objectionable form of the old

But the situation 
js not without a tinge of absurdity, when 
the power of the law is invoked to punish 
underlings for aiding inascheme of ex- 
tortion and corruption to which the Presi- 
dent of the United States has lent his 
sanction in the most direct fashion. It 
is not only absurd, but humiliating, that 
the men who are at most accessories to the 
offense should be haled before the courts, 
while the chief beneficiary, and the man 
who by one word could stop the whole pro- 
ceeding, is bound by oath to execute the 
very Jaws that are thus violated. It is be- 
fore the tribunal of public opinion alone 
that the chief offender, BENJAMIN HARRI- 
SON, can be arraigned. 








The regular machine nomination for the 
Assembly in the Thirteenth District was 
again conferred upon FREDERICK S. GIBBS 
last night, but as there is already another 
Republican candidate in the field, and as 
he will also be opposed by a Democrat, there 
is an extremely hopeful chance of his de- 
feat.

Mr. ALLERTON doés not need the emoluments 
of a Federal office, for he is one of the 
wealthiest citizens of Chicago, and it seems 
to us that he might be induced to take 
some other place in which his long and in- 
teresting experience could be used for the 
enlightenment of the people. Cannot the 
President appoint him to a comfortable 
place in the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
and prevail upon him to use his time there 
in writing a history of the operations of the 
mysterious Association of Eveners, with in- 
cidental references to the use of rebates for 
the benefit of large shippers and slaugh- 
terers in the cattle trade, and to the prac- 
tices by which the “Big Four’ have 
amassed their great wealth and obtained a 
virtual monopoly of the trade in beef? 


Emperor WILLIAM’s journeyings for the 
present year are not yet ended, but already 
he is making up his ‘‘ schedule,” in baseball 
phrase, for 1890. The Czar has invited 
him, it is said, to witness the Russian mili- 
tary review next Summer; and the chief 
significance of this invitation is its indica- 
tion that the Russian monarch does not in- 
tend to goto war with Germany at present. 
Meanwhile, the scene of interest will soon 
be removed from Athens to Constantinople, 
whither, after atour of the Peloponnesus, 
Emperor, WILLIAM will betake himself, and 
where the political part of his journey will 
be played. This may create far more anx- 
ious interest among the diplomats than the 
pomp and splendor of the nuptial cere- 
monies at Athens. But the Greeks who are 
excitedly watching for the fulfillment of 
the prophecy, now so much quoted—that 
the Mosque of St. Sophia in Constantinople 
will be restored to Christian worship under 
the rule of a Greek Kmperor named Con- 
STANTINE with a wife named SopHia—will 
have plenty of time to get cool. King 
GEORGE isa man not yet forty-four years 
old, undoubtedly possessing no desire or 
intention to abdicate for the purpose of 
verifying or falsifying in the experience of 
his heir apparent an ancient saying. 








Madagascar is about tocause more trouble 
for the French if it be true, as reported, 
that the Hova Government is preparing to 
declare the protectorate at an end. Only 
after a costly war, prolonged through sev- 
eral seasons, was France able to establish 
this protectorate, and the Queen of Mada- 
gascar.'or the Queen of the Hovas, 
as the French persist in calling her, 
was finally induced to make peace only 
by the moderation of French pretensions. 
Hardly had the new arrangement been con- 
summated before disputes under it broke 
out, and at one time the French Resident, 
Gen. DE VILERS, hauled down his flag and 
threatened to leave the country. The Mal- 
agasy Government could make a good fight 
again, should it resolve on independence. 
In the former struggle, when an English- 
man, Col. WILLOUGHBY, commanded the 
native troops, the Hovas had succeeded in 
manufacturing their own cartridges and 
even, it is said, in casting cannon, as the 
French ships kept the island closely block- 
aded. Perhaps, however, the present quar- 
rel may be smoothed over as preceding ones 
have been. Experience has taught the 
French the policy of making some conces- 
sions in Madagascar, rather than go to the 
expense of war. 


CANDIDATES FOR STATE OFFICES. 

It would be difficult to recall a political 
canvass in this State in which so little 
concern was displayed for the fate of the 
candidates for State offices as there has 
been thus far in the present canvass. In 
this city interest is centred mainly in the 
local contest, and in the State at large 
there is much more concern about the 
representation in the Legislature than 
about the State tickets. The offices to 
be filled are not unimportant, but they 
are such that little political significance 
is attached to them. They require for 
the proper performance of their duties 
men of ability and character, but the 
political affiliation of their incumbents is 
of much less importance, except as it may 
indicate the prominence of certain party 
influences in the control of public affairs. 
In the case of individual candidates there 
are reasons why one may be preferred to 
another on personal grounds and on ac- 
count of the political tendencies which 
they represent. The citizen who does not 
accept a party label as in itself deter- 
mining his choice of candidates may well 
exercise discrimination in dealing with the 
tickets placed before him. 


The State nominations are six in number, 
the offices to be filled being those of Secre- 
tary of State, Controller, Treasurer, Attor- 
ney General, State Engineer and Surveyor, 
and Judge of the Court of Appeals.

HEDGES, is an able and successful business 
man, with a training that would eminently 
fit him for the position and a character 
that would prevent his using any place in 
the public service to aid in political in- 
trigue. Attorney General TaBor’s negli- 
gence in regard to the ceiling job- 
bery was more serious than that of 
Controller WEMPLE, as his responsibil- 
ity came after the exposure and required 
him totake prompt and vigorous steps to 
protect the State and punish those who had 
defrauded it. His sudden action on the eve 
of the convention in causing the arrest of 
Contractor SNAITH was in effect a confes- 
sion of previous negligence, as no new. oc- 
casion for acting had arisen, and, moreover, 
it had the appearance of a trick to influence 
the course of the convention. Another suf- 
ficient reason for voting against him is the 
fact that Mr. JAMES M. VaRNvuM, the Repub- 
lican candidate, is greatly his supérior as a 
lawyer, and would make a far better Attor- 
ney General than he has made or is capable 
of making.

His op- 
ponent is a new and comparatively un- 
known man from the village of Seneca Falls 
by the name of VAN RENSSELAER. 


There is not what might be called an 
ideal candidate for the Court of Appeals, 
but there can be no difficulty in making a 
choice. Mr. DENIS O’BRIEN has not the 
eminence as a jurist that is to be desired 
for so high a place upon the bench, but he 
is a lawyer of first-class ability, high char- 
acter, and large experience. As a candi- 
date he is said to be favored by the liquor 
interest, because as a member of the com- 
mission to revise the excise laws he opposed 
some of the restrictions favored by Dr. 
CrosBy and Mr. KRusE, but this has little 
pertinency, asit affords no ground for sup- 
posing that he would not construe existing 
law fairly in the rare instances in which 
any question attecting the excise system 
is carried to the Court of Appeals. But 
there are objections to Judge HaicuT that 
are not only serious, but that ought to be 
fatal to his pretensions to jadicial ad- 
vancement. He is not merely what is 
Known as a “ corporation Judge,” but he is 
pre-eminently a “Standard Oil’ Judge, 
and we know of no abuse of judicial discre- 
tion in favor of rich and powerful combina- 
tions of capital so flagrant as his action in 
the case of the EVERESTS, who carried the 
policy of crushing competition to the ex- 
tent of causing an establishment that per- 
sisted in holding out against the Standard 
Oil monopoly to be blown up. Judge 
HAIGHT should certainly be defeated, and 
that can only be accomplished by the elec- 
tion’ of Mr. O’BrRreN. The citizen, there- 
fore, who merely desires to vote for the 
best men, all things considered, can make 
up a State ticket of hisown from the can- 
didates of the two parties, consisting of 
FRANK RIcE for Secretary of State, MARTIN 
W. Cooke for Controller, IRA M. HEDGES 
for Treasurer, JAMES M. VaRNuM for At- 
torney General, JOHN BoGartT for State 
Engineer and Surveyor, and DENIS O’BRIEN 
for Judge of the Court of Appeals.

A STANDARD OIL CANDIDATE. 


If the voters of this State wish ta please 
the Standard Oil Company they can readily 
do so by electing Judge ALBERT HAIGHT of 
Buffalo to the Court of Appeals bench. 
Standard Oil influence was active in secur- 
ing the nomination of Judge HaIGut at the 
Republican Convention in Saratoga. JOHN 
H. Camp, an attorney of the Standard Oil 
Company, who has labored inits interests at 
Albany during the last two sessions of the 
Legislature, was conspicuous among the 
men from the western part of the State who 
did the work at Saratoga which led to Judge 
HAIGHT’s nomination, and the convention 
heeded their appeal, setting aside Judge 
CoxE of Utica, who was also strongly sup- 
ported, and ignoring the unanswerable 
argument that the nomination should be 
given to some Judge or lawyer from New- 
York City. 

There are very good reasons why the 
Standard Oil Company would be pleasea to 
have Judge HaiGcuT elected to the bench 
of the highest court in the State. Judge 
HaiGuHT once did the company a very great 
service by his peculiar action in a case in- 
volving tho legal right of that company to 
crush and destroy its competitors by means 
of its own choosing. We presume the peo- 
ple of the State have not yet forgotten the 
trial of the Evrerests of the Vacuum Oil 
Company of Rochester, a company de- 
pendent upon the Standard, for conspir- 
acy to ruin business and destroy the 
property of one of. the Standard’s 
competitors, the Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany, Limited, of Buffalo. Indictments 
were found in Erie County in February, 
1886, against Hiram B. EvVrREsT and 
CHARLES M. Everest. of Rochester and 
Henry H. Roce, JOHN D. ARCHBOLD, and 
AMBROSE McGREGOR, who were interested 





in the Rochester company and also in tho | 
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Standard. The trial was had in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer at Buffalo before 
Judge HaiGut in May, 1887. The evidence 
showed that the EvEerrEsts had corrupted 
ALBERT A. MILLER, an employé of the Buf- 
falo company, and had induced him, by 
improper management of the boilers, to blow 
up the works of the company. An ex- 
plosion was caused in this way, but 
it did far less damage than the con- 
spirators had intended. GEORGE TRUES- 
DALE, a lawyer of Rochester, testified to an 
interview in his office between the EVER- 
ESTS and MILLER, in which one of the 
EvEREsts said, ‘‘Suppose he [MILLER] 
should arrange the machinery so it should 
burst up, what would the consequences 
be?” EveErEst asked TRUESDALE ‘to 
look carefully into the law on that point,” 
and being advised against it said, ‘‘ Such 
things must be fonnd out before they can 
be punished.” 

When the prosecution rested, ths defend- 
ants’ counsel moved that the court direct 
the jury to acquit ARCHBOLD, ROGERS, and 
McGreGor, and Judge HaiGut promptly 
complied with their request. The effect of 
this action was to relieve the Standard Oil 
Company of any apparent connection with 
the case and fasten the offense upon the 
Rochester company. In his charge, Judge 
HAIGHT narrowed down the _ points 
which the jury was to consider to 
two—whether there was a corrupt agree- 
ment and conspiracy, and whether there 
was an attempt to carry that con- 
spiracy into effect by blowing up the 
works or otherwise. The indictment had 
included many other points on which evi- 
dence was introduced. The jury brought 
in averdict of guilty. Judge HAIGHT sus- 
pended judgment on an appeal to the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court. The 
General Term affirmed the verdict. One 
year elapsed before. the EVERESTS ap- 
peared for sentence, Judge HAIGHT sen- 
tenced thei to pay a fine of $250 each. 

This sentence was out of ali proportion to 
the enormity of the offense of which the 
EVERESTs had been convicted. The Buffalo 
Express, # Republican newspaper, made the 
following comment upon the sentence: 
“Fining the two EVERESTS $250 each for 
trying to injure trade and commerce by 
blowing up the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Works, and meting out to them no other 
punishment, is equivalent to deciding that 
wealth may securely indulge in that expen- 
sive sort of amusement as a mere pastime.” 
In other newspapers of the State Judge 
HAIGHT’s action was censured with similar 
severity. ‘‘ What conspirator ‘in restraint 
of trade’ is afraid of a two-hundred-and- 
fifty-dollar fine?” asked the Express. 

We do not think this is a good year for a 
Judge who has given the most successful, 
offensive, and unscrupulous monopoly in 
the country such substantial reasons for 
admiring him to come before the people of 
New-York as a candidate for the Court of 
Appeals. There’are doubtless many greater 
jurists in New-York than Attorney General 
DENIS O’BRIEN. But Mr. O’BRIEN is an 
honest and upright man. He would not be 
a Standard Oil Judge, 
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MR. M’CULLOCH ON PARTIES. 

Mr. Hueu McCotioca# stands easily at 
the head of the men in this country who 
have shown ability and wisdom in dealing 
with financial and fiscal questions, His 
experience far surpasses that of any other. 
The organizer of the national bank system 
on a plan and with a scope that led lit- 
erally to a beneficent revolution in the 
business of the country, twice Secretary 
of the Treasury, at one time the author 
of the policy of dealing with the war 
debt that forms the one bright chap- 
ter in the long history of timidity and 
makeshifts connected with that momentous 
question, and at another the author of 
a proposition for the reform of the war 
tariff as sound and as important in its 
way as his financial policy, the claim of 
Mr..McCuLLocH upon the respect, the 
confidence, and the grateful esteem of his 
countrymen is of the highest order. It 
is not lessened, but increased, by the 
paper from his pen that we pub- 
lished yesterday morning on the relations 
of existing parties to the issues of real im- 
portance now before the country. Mr. Mc- 
CuLLocH, though he retired from public 
life with the close of his second service as 
Secretary of the Treasury under President 
ARTHUR, has, since the outbreak of the 
civil war, been associated with the Repub- 
lican Party. He was called to take charge 
of the national banking system by the 
lamented LINCOLN, and his last service 
was, as we have said, under Mr. ARTHUR. 
For twenty years he was in close sympathy 
with the best minds of the Republican 
Party, and now, in his ripe and vigorous 
old age, he surveys the field of national 
politics with a view ‘free from the narrow- 
ness of partisan prejudice, but with a sin- 
cere desire that the party with which he 
was so long and so honorably connected 
shall see the opportunities for public sery- 
ice that are presented to it, and shall use 
the advantages that are within its grasp, 
At the same time he recognizes thatif it 
refuses to do so the work that is open to it 
must be done, and will be done by its op- 
ponents. \ 

The question that Mr. McCULLOCH re- 
gards as the most pressing and the most 
prominent as between the two parties is 
the tariff. He justly says that there is no 
free-trade party in this country, and will 
be none for a long time to come, if ever. 
There are only the Republican Party, which 
sustains a tariff for profection, with inci- 
dental revenue, and the Democratic Party 
that sustains a tariff for revenue, with in- 
cidental protection. In each ot these par- 
ties there is a minority not fully in sympa- 
thy: with the main purpose of the party, but 
in each the main view is clearly defined, 
and it is between them that the people must 
necessarily choose. But if is clear to Mr. 
McCuLtocn’s mind that the policy 
of the Republican Party must be 
modified, or it cannot keep itself 
in harmony with the requirements 
‘of the country. He: concedes the. ad- 
vantages that have been secured through 
protection, but he points out that they have 
not only ceased to exist, and that they can 
no longer be increased, but that they are 








| xreatiy outweighed by the disadvantayes 
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that are inherent in the system: Protec- 
tion has stimulated manufactures; of that 
there is no doubt. It has not been incon- 
sistent with the reduction of prices, though, 
as he very rightly holds, it has not caused 
that reduction. But the very stimulation 
that it has exerted has made the product 
too greatfor the home market, so that in 
the greater industries, if the works were 
operated up to their full capacity, they 
would turn out in six. months as much as 
the market would take in a year. 

Under these conditions it becomes im- 
perative, not as a question of general ad- 
vantage only, but as a question of ad- 
vantage for the industries of the United 
States, which the tariff is supposed and 
intended to benefit, that there should be an 
outlet to foreign markets. Bat while prices 
are now lower than they were formerly in 
this country, they are not so low as they 
are elsewhere, and our goods, made more 
costly by the taxes imposed on the mate- 
rials from which they are made, cannot 
compete with foreign goods in markets be- 
yond the restrictions of the tariff laws. 
Thus the immediate future of the indus- 
tries of the country depends upon the grad- 
ual withdrawal of these restrictions. This 
isa broad fact that is pressing home to 
the minds of the manufacturers them- 
selves, who begin to see, in various depart- 
ments, that the tariff on the product of 
coarse laborinjuresthem, and on the product 
of skilled labor is either useless or mis- 
chievous. It is idle to suppose that such a 
force can be ignored, and that in the long 
Tun if will not more and more influence 
public opinion. This is in substance the 
lesson that Mr. McCurtocn, with the 
greatest clearness of statement and in a 
most admirably calm and impartial spirit, 
points out to his countrymen with all the 
authority of his long and eminent public 
service. He may be sure thatit will not be 
in vain. We have but little hope that his 
words of wise counsel will be listened to by 
the present leaders of the Republican 
Party. They are deaf to such words be- 
cause they do not even understand the high 
purpose of men like Mr. McCuLtocu, and 
their aims are narrow, personal, and self- 
ish. But there are multitudes in the Re- 
publican Party who will listen, and who 
when the time for decision comes will know 
how to act without or éven against their 
present leaders. 








PROPERTIES MARKETED ABROAD. 
Two announcements recently made in 
the London press tend to show why so much 
English capital has been invested in Ameri- 
can industries during the last twelve months, 
In one investors are invited to buy the 
shares and bonds of the Chicago and North- 
western Granaries Company (owning the 
Star and Van Dusen elevators in Minneap- 
oplis and along the line of the Cliicago and 
Northwestern Railroad) upon the certified 
declaration of two English tirms of char- 
tered accountants that the profits of the 
business for the last three years have been 
sufficient to pay all fixed charges and more 
than 15 per cent. on the ordinary shares. 
In the other itis stated that the Direct- 
ors of the Frank Jones Brewing Company, 
after paying interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. on the debenture bonds and a divi- 
dend at the rate of 71, per cent. on the 
preference shares for the six months end- 
ing Aug. ‘81, and setting aside ample re- 
serves for depreciation of plant, have de- 
cided to declare a dividend on the ordinary 
shares at the rate of 12 per cent. a year. 

In one case there is the promise of large 
profits; in the other the investors are al- 
ready taking such profits as were promised. 
This brewing company’s property is in 
Portsmouth, N. H., and it was marketed in 
London last Winter. The Granaries Com- 
pany was formed for the purpose of acquir- 
ing the Star Elevator in Minneapolis and 
seventy-five elevators situated on the line 
of the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad 
and heretofore owned by G. W. VAN DUSEN 
& Co. The present owners will hold a part 
of the company’s securities, and the head of 
the old company has been engaged to serve 
the new one for five years as Managing di- 
rector. There are to be debenture bonds, 
($600,000 at 6 per cent.,) preference shares, 
($600,000 at 8 per cent.,) and $600,000 in 
ordinary shares, on which it is estimated 
that 15 per cent. can be paid. 

It does not tollow that all the American 
breweries marketed in London will pay 12 
per cent. on their common stock because 
the brewery at Portsmouth is doing so, nor 
is it assured that an elevator company 
will make as much money under the new 
conditions as it has made under the man- 
agement of a firm or of an individual owner. 
But the English investor believes that the 
chances are decidedly in favor of a div- 
idend much larger than hecan get in the 
English securities that have heretofore 
been available. The schemes afford attrac- 
tions to the cautious as well as to the vent- 
uresome. It does not seem possible that an 
elevator company doing so profitable a busi- 
ness can ever fail to pay the 6 per cent. on 
its bonds; if seems improbable that the 
profits will ever be so small that the prefer- 
ence shares will not draw their 8 per cent., 
and the undelined dividend on the common 
stock invites those who are willing to risk 
something. 

The English investor in such companies 

is exposed to danger from two sources. The 
companies undertake to retain the good 
will of the properties and to preserve the 
good management that has yielded profits, 
by employing for a term of years the original 
owners, who take a considerable quantity 
of the new stock and bonds. So long as 
their pecuniary interest in the property is 
preserved, these original owners will work 
for the welfare of the new organization. But 
the builder of a successful and independent 
business may find service irksome. He may 
long for independence and take the first op- 
portunity to become free, provided that he 
can unload his stock advantageously. If 
the original owners shall cut loose from the 
business and enter the field again, will the 
old business, then owned almost exclusive- 
ly by English investors, continue to be con- 
ducted profitably ? 

tin many cases an investment company is 
interposed between the actual investor and 
the property. The protits of these middle- 
men may not seriously diminish thoss of 


the investors, but if the investment com- | 


pany should come to grief through bad 
management and unwise participation in 
foolish projects, the good might fall with 
the bad and investors might suffer loss 
through no fault of the American proper- 
ties by which they were attracted. It 
should be borne in mind, also, that the 
profits and dividends of the American com- 
panies which have been marketed abroad 
will hereafter be made known to the pub- 
lic at stated periods, and that competition 
will be invited and will take place if these 
shall be large. Heretofore the profits have 
been concealed from the public under the 
conditions of private ownership and control.

TWO RIVER OOLLISIONS. 


The ferryboats of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Line running from the foot of Cortlandt-street 
to Jersey City were somewhat unlucky in pick- 
ing their way through the passing fleets of tows 
and tugboats yesterday. In two instances col- 
lisions occurred. 

At about 6 o’clock last evening the ferryboat 
New-Jersey was about making her slip at Cort- 
landt-street when the tugboat Victoria, which 
was coming up the river, got under her bow. 
The heavy guard ot the ferryboat struck the 
side of the tugboat’s house and crashed 
half through to the opposite side. 
The planking was smashed into kindling 
wood, the steam pipes were broken and the 


boiler slightly started from its phace. What 
with the noise of escaping steam and the 
screams and shouts of the passengers and deck- 
hands, a season of the direst confusion fol- 
Jowed, and everybody expected to see the tug 
godown. The headway of the terryboat carried 
the two vessels almost into the slip, the tug- 
oat remaining caught under the guard of the 
New-Jersey. At last she drifted clear, and the 
tug Assistance tooxz her in tow to her berth at 
the foot of West Thirteenth-street. The ferry- 
boat proceeded to her dock. 

The accounts of the collision, as given by the 
pilots of the different boats, are directly contra- 
dictory. Capt. Joho Slayback of the New-Jersey 
reported that the Victoria was far within the 
limit prescribed by law and was coming up the 
river just as the New-Jersey was attempting 
to make her slip against a strong ebb tide and 
north-northwest wind. The Victoria disre- 
garded the whistle to pass astern, and, though 
the engines were at once reversed, the ferry- 
boat’s headway was not checked in time to 
avoid collision. 

Pilot Frank McArdle of the Victoria says: 
“The ferry boat deliberately ran us down. he 
New-Jersey was far out in the stream as we 
came up the river. I gave her one-whiatle, in- 
tending to run by her, and she ought to have 
slowed down to allow me to doso. The New- 
Jersey paid no attention to my signal, and came 
right op.” 

The Victoria’s damager will amount to $5,900 
or more. She isa fine, large towvoat and is 
owned by Edward Ronan, 20 Soutn-street. The 
New-Jersey was very slightly hurt, the guard 
rail being stove in slightly and the upper por- 
tion of the rudder smashed. 

Another collision on this line took place at 1 
o’clock in the afternoon, when the Hudson City 
in leaving New-York was struck by the steam 
lighter Alice Haggerty, belonging to the Merritt 
Wrecking Company, which’was coming up the 
river. The pilot of the Hudson City blew one 
long whistle, but the lighter did not answer at 
all.” Little damage was caused to either boat.

Circuit Court to-day Judges Butler and Mc- 
Kennan set aside the verdict in favor of the 
city for $14,438 32, which was recently ren- 
dered against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company as@-license fee for the use of the 


streets for poles and wires from 1885 to 1888 
a In filing the opinion Judge Butler 
said: 


“The ——_ cannot tax the defendant, not only 
because it is not authorized by statute to do so, but 
because the State is without power to confer such 
authority. The imposition of a tax would be an in- 
terference with inter-State commerce, and there- 
fore an infraction of the Federal Consti- 
tution. The plaintiff may 
duty bound to subject the 
other similar companies to such proper con- 
ditions, restrictions, and supervision respecting 
lines within its limits as are necessary to the pub- 
lic safety, and consequen A to such charges as will 
enable it to perform this duty without loss to 
itself. If the ordinance does no more than this it 
is reasonable, and, therefore, valid; otherwise it is 
not.”

AMUSEMENTS, 


THE BROADWAY THEATRE. ; 

“The Merchant of Venice” was presented at 
the Broadway Theatre last night with Edwin 
Booth as Shylock and Helena Modjeska as 
Portia. Mr. Booth’s Shylock is a well-known per- 
formance of the character, and the best that this 
generation has seen or is likely to see. Shylock, 
to be sure, is not a difficult part nor is its mean- 
ing obscure. The notable Shylocks of the stage 
since Macklin’s time have adhered to pretty 
nearly the same conception of the Jew that 
Shakespeare drew, and their execution has dit- 
ferea only according to their skill. The strong- 
est scene that Shylock has, dramatically, com- 
prises the encounter with the saucy Venetians 
after the flight of Jessica and the interview 
with Tubal. Here Mr. Booth depicts the 
conflicting passions of the Jew with 
greater force and more variety of oex- 
pression, and less apparent effort, than any 
other actor of our time. In the trial scene the 
expression he gives to the savage hate and de- 
termined will of Shylock and his complete de- 
jection after Portia has outwitted him is very 
fine and true and moves an audience greatly. 
But Mr. Irving and Mr. Lawrence Barrett are 
not very inferior to Mr. Booth in this episode. 
One of the chief beauties of Edwin Booth’s act- 
ing in this part, as in all others, is his clear, 
musical, and eloquent delivery of the text. 

Mme. Modjeska was a lovely Portia, as might 
have been expected. The golden brocade robe 
she wore in the Belmont scenes suited to per- 
fection her queen-like figure and gracious de- 
Mmeanor. Her acting in the casket scene was 
beautifully expressive and touching. But the 
arrangement of the play is so crude 
and ill-considered that it was very 
dificult for her to sustain’ the  illu- 
sion in this passage. The reception of Bas- 
sanio, his choice of the right casket, the news 
of Antonio’s misfortune, the departure of Bas- 
sanio, and, finally, the departure of Portia, are 
all crowded into one scene without an intermis- 
sion. One is expected to imagine that while 
Bassanio pauses to read the letter, the lovers, 
who have only just been betrothed, are weaded 
— they call each other husband and 
8. 

In the trial scene Mme. Modjeska wore, in- 
stead of the red robes of recent Portias, a black 
cloak with black velvet trunks and black silk 
tights. She delivered the mercy s peech in slow, 
deliberate, pleading tones, as if the words came 
to her as she spoke them, and as she uttered 
the name of the Almighty, Portia’s hand rested 
upon the shoulder of Shylock, who trembied 
slightly asif affected somewhat by her plea. This 
1s new “ business” on our stage, anditis both ap- 
wa rye and effective. Portia assumed a 

eeper tone of voice throughout this episode 
than she had used in the love scenes, and her 
statement of the extraordinary law of Shake- 
speare’s Venice by whichthe Jew was discom- 
fited was grave and impressive. She rendered 
the succeeding passage with poor Bassanio in a 
delightful spirit of raillery and was charmingly 
vivacious in the concluding scene of reunion at 
Belmont. Her Portia, in short, was an uncom- 
monly thoughtful, picturesque, and pleasing 
performance. 

Mr. Otis Skinner was an excellent Bassanio, 
Mr. Fawcett and Mr. Rogers were acceptable as 
the clowns, and Miss Maida Craigin was a satis- 
factory Jessica. The casket scene was marred 
by the trivial by-play of Gratiano and Nerissa, 
invented, we believe, by Mr. Lawrence Barrett, 
and this was the more depressing as those 
characters were hoth very badly played. 
A young actor named Beaumont Smith 
surprised observant persons in the 
audience by aa intelligent performance of the 
small part of Tubal, and it was this same young 
man, if we are not mistaken, who, in the guise 
ofa clerk, read the letter of old Belario to the 
Duke of Venice, in the court scene, just as if it 
Was a letter that he had never seen before in- 
stead of a passage in the play he had committed 
to memory. Most of the persons who support 
Booth and Modjeska, however, recite their parts 
in the customary way.

Dockstader gave an unusually entertaining 
programme at his theatre last night. The firat 
part was made up of excellent songs, senti- 
mental and comic, and many jokes and stories, 
ola and new., Dockstader himself had a fresh 
topicai song,in which he told how Baby Mc-

such a thing could not occur in New-York 
without the consent of Commodore Gerry. 
The verse was pertinent to the sing- 
ers own troubles with the President 
of the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren. Barry Maxwell, Luke Schoolcraft, and 
George Marion were heard in fumny songs, and 
the popular and portly Mr. José once more de- 
lighted the audience by singing ‘* With all her 
faults I love her still.”

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\SHVERAL OONVENTIONS HELD 
LAST NIGHT. 
\eX-SENATOR DUNHAM’S DECLINATION— 
GOMPERS’S PLACE FILLED—HAMIL- 
TON’S SUCCESSOR. 


Ex-Senator Thomas C. Dunham yesterday de- 
‘clined the posthumous candidacy for Senator 
from the Eighth District confided to him 
by Tammany Hail. Following is the 
text of the letter which he  per- 
sonally handed to arthur Dickinson 
Williams, Chairman of the Tammy Conven- 
tion, A strong effort was made‘%o persuade 
Mr. Dunham to engraft into the letter a state- 
ment to the effect that he could have had the 
County Democratic nomination for Senator if 
he wanted it, but he refused to do so: 

A. D. Williams, Chairman of the Tammany Hall 
Convention of the Eighth Senatorial District: 

DEAR SIR: Having observed in the public press 
that I received in your convention the nomination 
for Senator for the Highth Senatorial District, I de- 
sire to express my sincere thanks for this renewed 
manifestation of your confidence in me as an accept- 
able representative of the Democracy of the dis- 
trict for the position named, 

Having been at no time sclicitous for the honor 
proposed, and being specially desirous for the elec- 
tion of a Democratic representative from this dis- 
triot in the State Senate, and which I think can 
nly be accomplished by aunion of all Democrats 
upon one candidate, I feel compelled under existing 
circumstances to respectfully decline your very 
flattering nomination.

At the Tammany Senatorial Convention in 
the Eighth District, at which the letter from 
Mr. Dunham was read laat night, resolutions 
were adopted which were in the nature of an 
attack upon the County Democracy. In a series 
of whereases it 1s set forth that when the 
offer was made by Tammany to support the 
Counties’ Senatorial nominee in the district, ‘it

DECLINED TO INDORSE. 


TAMMANY’S TICKET NOT THE CHOICE OF 
THE YOUNG MEN’S DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 


One of the liveliost meetings in the history of 
the Young Men’s Democratic Club was held 
last uight in their quarters in the Hoffman 
House. Oscar Yenni’s resolution indorsing the 
Tammary ticket came up for action and was 
the bone of contention over which the club 
argued long and energetically. The question 
brought forty-four members to the meeting, 
more than double the number usually present 
at the weekly gatherings. The Anti-Tammany 
forces appeared to have attended in the largest 
numbers. 

President John H. V. Arnold, candidate for 
re-election as President of the Board of Alder- 
men, was not present. John D. Crimmins pre- 
sided in his place. Mr. Arnold sent a letter in 
which he advised the club that unless the in- 
doreement was full, free, and unanimous it 


‘would be better for the club not toindurse. He 
aid not want the harmony in the club to be im- 
perilled. 

Assoon as Mr. Yenni’s resolution came up 
A. Walker Otis was ready with a motion to lay 
upen the table, and this motion was made de- 
batable by common consent. Mr. Otis said that 
the club should not interfere with local affairs 
in thisway. Such action,he thought, was cal- 
culated to breed dissension in the organization. 

Bartow 8. Weeks championed the cause of 
Tammany and made a strong spesch in opposi- 
tion to the motion to table. He denounced 
what he called the County Democracy-Repub- 
lican deal. 

Henry Harland followed him in eupport of the 
same sition. Mr. Harland said that for the 
first time in twenty years he found himself 
standing with Tammany Hall. The County 
Democracy had entered into a disreputable deal 
and there was nothipg for a Democrat to do 
this year but vote for Tammany Hall. Roger 
Foster took up the cudgels against Mr, Yennui’s 
resolution and lauded, incidentally, Nelson J. 
Waterbury, Jr., the County’s candidate for 
Senator in the Eighth District. While he 
was in the course of his eulogy Mr. 
Weeks asked why Mr. Waterbury did not pay 
up his dues in the club, and there was hissing 
and laughter. J. A. Beall urged the meeting to 
pass the Yenni resolution, and W. J. ee g 
and others fought to send it tothe oable. <A. H. 
Hodge, who described himself as a Mugwump 
converted to Democracy by Harrison, said that 
Mr. Arnold’s letter was the strongest argument 
against passing the resolution. The vote was 
taken and the resolution was tabled by 26 to 17. 

Cc. D. Ingersoll then introduced a resolution 
that provided that the club should recommend 
Judge Gildersleeve and James Fitzgerald, 
Judge Nehrbas, John H. V. Arnold, and Charles 
J. Canda as honest and capable to fill the offices 
for which they were nominated. Twenty-six 
voted against and 17 for this resolution, and, 
like the effort to indorse the Tammany ticket, it 
was lost. 

All candidates will have to go right along in 
their campaign without the comfort of a Young 
Men’s Democratic Club indorsement.

MR. GROSSE RESIGNS. 


THE UNITED GERMAN DEMOCRACY’S IN- 
DORSEMENT OF TAMMANY DISGUSTS HIM. 


Assistant District Attorney Edward Grosse 
sent the following letter to Henry G. Auten- 
rieth, First Vice President of the Central Com- 


mittee of the United German Democracy, yes- 
terday: 


, SIR: With ereat regret I have to send you here- 
with my resignation as Chairman of the Executive 
Rommirses as well as Chairman of the Campaign 

ommittee, and, of course, also as a member of the 
United German Democracy. The indorsement of 
the Tammany Hall county ticket by a small major- 
ity of the County Convention of our organization 
compels me to sever my connection with 
the body for which I ‘have faithfully _la- 
bored so long. The action of the convention 
is a direct and positive violation of the ancge 
of our organization and was admittedly taken solely 
because Tammany has seen fit to place Junge 
Nehrbas as a decoy for the German voters upon its 
ticket. Mr. Nehrbas, and with him the organiza- 
tion, has always fought against the overweening 

ower of Tammany Hall. He has obtained his 
ormer nominations through the German organiza. 
tion and the County Democracy, and now he allows 
himself to be used as a stoul pigeon against his 
former friends and co-laborers. 

As Chairman of the Campaign Committee I was 
charged to assist in bringing apout the Citizens’ 
movement, and Judge Nehrbas has in writing re- 
quested his friends to become members of the Cit- 
izens’ Committee. The selfish purpose which he 

in view, namely, to be put on the Citizens’ 
ticket, was as well as accomplished, because the 
leading men had given him the most positive as- 
surance in that regard. His acceptance of Tam- 
many Hall’s nomination ny, # a the Citizens’ 
Committee, however, to leave him off their ticket, 
For the purpose of revengiug himself on the Cit-

OLIVER GARRISONS SUICIDE. 


A PROMINENT CITIZEN’ OF ST. 
TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


St. Louris, Oct. 28.—Oliver Garrison, one of 
the oldest and most prominent citizens of St. 
Louis, committed suicide late this afternoon in 
Forest Park by shooting himself through the 
head. For some time past he had been suffering 
from kidney trouble, and during the past four 
years had not attempted to attend to any busi- 
ness. Despondency at his incurable ailment was 
undoubtedly the cause of his self-destruction. 

He was born at Garrison Landing on tne Hud- 
son River, New-York, in 1810. He came to St 
Louls in 1835 and engaged in the steamboat 
business. He and his brother, D. R. Garrison, 
built the first steamboat to ply between 8t. 
Louis and New-Orleans. In 1848 he went West 
with the great crowds and met his brother, 
Commodore Garrison, in San Francisco. They 
entered into the steamship-building business 
and returned in 1854 to St. Louis. He had 
amassed considerable wealth, and in 1857 was 
elected President of the Mechanics’ Bank, in 
which position he served for twenty-two years. 
While President of the bank and receiver of 
the Missouri Pacific Road he was made Vice 
President of the road and took it out of the 
hands of the receiver. He was still Vice Presi- 
dent when the road was sold to Jay Gould. 

Mr. Garrison has three brothers living—J. R. 
Garrison of Boston, Abram Garrison of Pitts- 
burg and Dr. R. Garrison of 8t. Louis, and a 
sister, Mrs. Burnett of Pittsburg. He leaves 
two sons in this city, D. E. and O. L. Garrison.

She stepped 
forward clad in black silk, in which she fairly 
outshone the candidates of all other parties. 
She said that if Brooklyn could be rightly gov- 
ered it would become the greatest city in the 
world and would cover all of Long Island. 
If she was elected, she would have strong wo- 
men to sweep the streets, because men knew 
nothing of sweeping. She would bave women 
on the Board of Education, and the board’s coal 
inspector should be a woman. She would also 
give the positions of factory inspectors 
to women and have women in the police 
stations, «for which latter object she 
would ges up her whole salary. Tnese 
were all the promises she made, but they, if 
carried out, would give every one of her audi- 
ence halfadozen positions, so all went away 
well pleased.

JUDGE VAN VORST, 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The death of this eminent lawyer and true- 
hearted friend will be felt by a wide circle of 
deeply-attached personal friends, but it will be 
especially mourned by those with whom the 
public seldom associates the lives of leading 
Judges—the class of poor and homeless lads in 
the weedy slums of the city. Judge Van 
Vorst had been a very active and deeply-inter- 
ested Trustee of the Children’s Aid Society 
during a number of years. In this position he 
laid upon himself the laborious duty of look- 
ing after the interests of the homeless boys of 
the Tompkins-Square Lodging House, in whose 
foundation he had taken so large a part. It was 
peculiarly touching to see this gray-headed old 


jurist on the stormiest night of Win- 
ter surrounded v4 audience of 
poverty-stricken lads in this lodging 
bouse talking kindly to them of the 
dangers and temptations before them and 
entering into their little histories of want and 
sorrow. Nothing seemed to give him greater 
musical pleasure than their cheering hymns, 
rolled forth with the street boy’s vigor and 
enthusiasm. Judge Van Vorst was one of the 
most valued legal advisers of this society and 
scarcely ever missed a business meeting. Dur- 
ing the past year he prepared a carefal and 
voluminous opinion on the constitution of the 
society and itsrights and privileges under the 
law which has been of great service to the 
Board of Trustees, and is preserved in printed 
form for future use. His wisdom and experti- 
ence in just those points which come before 
such a board were Invaluable to this charity. 
His labors formed an important part of those 
unseen and gratuitous efforts in this clty whioh 
have done so much for many years to lessen 
poverty, check crime, and scatter happiness 
among the unfortunate, The blessings of the 
orphan and the homeless follow the kind- 
hearted ola lawyer to his grave. a L. B.

CHARGES AGAINSTTHE RING | 


TO BH OONSIDERED BY HUD- 
SON OCOUNTY VOTERS. 
WOW. POWER HAS BEEN ABUSED IN JER- 
SEY CITY BY MEN THE REFORMERS 

HOPE TO OVERTHROW. 


The abuses in the conduct of affairs in Jersey 
City and Hudson County, which have received | 
attention from THE TIMES during the last month, | 
are perfectly known and appreciated by the 
well-informed people of that community. The 
entire truthfulness of the exposition is testitied 
to by pumbers of men who know whereof they 
speak and who are trustworthy witnesses, But 
there are still many people who have only be- 
gun to give careful attention to the situation 
within a few days and who have but an indis- 
tinct idea of what has been charged. 

For the benefit of these people, and that all 
voters may appreciate the issues involved in 
the election next week, a résumé of the princi- 
val facts alleged is here presented. It should 
be noted that though Jersey City has three daily 
and two weekly newspavers in the pay of the 
city, and all defenders of the present régime, 
none of them has attempted to answer the main 
charges of maladministration or taken any fur- 
ther notice of them than to call THz TIMES and 
its supposed informants very bad namos. 

THE Times’s main charges are as follows: 

That the affairs of Jersey City and Hudson 
County arein the hands of a ring, of. which 
’ sheriff Robert Davis is the chief. In co-opera- 
tion with him are County Clerk Dennis Mc- 
Laughlin, Mayor Orestes Cleveland, Alderman 
and City Collector P. H. O’Neill, President of 
the Police Board; Constable and Detective John 
P. Feeney, Senator and Corporation Counsel 
Edwards, and many other ofticials, including 
Aldermen of the city and freeholders of the 


ecunty. Allan L. McDermott, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, gives the members 
of the ring his countenance, 

That this ring and its tools control the old or- 
ganization of the Democratic Party and nomi- 
mate ail local candidates to suit themselves. 
Ringsters are also understood to sell their votes 
ecu in State Conventions to the highest 

er. 

That the members of the ring have become, 
or are rapidly becoming, very rich, and that 
they are engaged in no legitimate business by 
which they could make much money. 

Thatthe ring men have control of the ballot 
boxes and permit no fair expression of the pub- 
lie will at the polls. The ballot boxes are stuitfed, 
ballots honestly cast are miscounted, aud the 
leading ringsters openly boast that while they 
do the counting no number of votes van defeat 
them. 

That the power of the ring was greatly en- 
hanced by acts of the last Legislature passed 
for a corrupt purpose. Among these acts were 
the new charter of Jersey City, the repeal of 
the law which gave the two parties equal repre- 
sentation in the election boards, the repeal of 
the jury commission law, and the repeal of the 
law for closing the polls at sunset. 

Yhat the new charter of Jersey City was 
forced upon the people against their will. Un- 
der it tne one Senator and four of the Assem- 
blymen from Hudson County have obtained 
profitable office, apparently as the direct price 
of their support. The salary list of the city has 
been increased over $26,000 a year. Men or 
bad character have been putin office, and are 
now engaged in trading with tne city or other- 
Wise seeking to enrich themselves at the public 
expense. 

‘hat the city administration is inefficient and 
corrupt. The streets are filty and badly paved, 
the sewers are in bad condition, and every 

ubdlic interest is neglected. The debt is nearly 

520,000,000, and though new sources of rey- 
pnue, such as receipts from railroad taxation, 
from the higher iiquor license fees, and from 
the enforcement of the collection of back taxes, 
have improved its financial condition, it is be- 
lieved that if the present ring eontinues in 
ower a tew years the result will be financial 
nsolvencey. 

What the repeal of the law giving the parties 
equal representation in the election boards has 
been taken advaptage of to appoint a partisan 
board for every precinct with the intention of 
preventing an honest election. The ring ob- 
jects to every safeguard that can be thrown 
uround the ballot, and systematically causes 
the arrest and commitment to jail of men who 
seek to prevent fraud. 

That the repeal of the law requiring the polls 
to be closed at sunset, and the passage of a law 
keeping them open until 7 o’clock are calculat- 
ed to promote fraud, since the darkness pre- 
vente effeciive watching and enables the tools 
of the ring to manipulate the vote as they 
choose. 

That the repeal of the Jury Commission law 
has put the powerof selecting Grand Jurors 
into the hands of Sheriff Davis, who can use it 
to promote his political and personal ends, and, 
if he chooses, to defeat the ends of justice, No 
one can now be indicted whom the Sheriff de- 
sires to save, and his political workers take ad- 
Vantage of the immunity afforded them to 
boidly commit crimes against persons and 
property. The case of Martin Collins, who 
commitied a murderous assault on Congress- 
mano Pidvock and also brutally assaulted Jonn 
O. Banks, and was saved from indictment by 
the interposition of the Sherift, and many other 
cases Onis less atrocious, show how this system 
works. The election olficers are also secure 
from punishment in committing any crime at 
the ballot box that is necessary to maintain the 
ring in power. 

That the power of the Sheriff to draw petit 
jurors also gives him coutrol of the verdicts of 
the courts and further tends to render the ad- 
ministration of justice a farce, Au instance of 
this abuse lias occurred within a tortnight. A 
wite beater was tried and acquitted, though the 
evidence 80 clearly showed him to be guilty 
that the Judge dismissed the jury in disgrace. 

Tnat the system by which the District At- 
torney is paid by fees is made to work great 
injury to the taxpayers and the poor people otf 
the county. Men who comuit slight offenses 
are held for indictment and trial that the Dis- 
trict Attorney may get fees for convicting 
them. The result often is that costs are piled 
up, which the offender cannot pay, and he is 
sent to jail and his family goto the poorhouse, 

That the entire press of the city is controlied 
by the ring and cannot tell the truth about city 
or county ailairs. The so-called Republican 
newspaper, the svening Journal, Was secured 
by bribery. One of its employes was made 
Police Commissioner, two others clerks of the 
Boara of Finance, aud another clerk of the 
Board of Street and Water Commissioners. 

That Sherift Davis is engaged extensively in 
trading with the city and county, and uses his 
political power to induce the city and county 
authorities to give business to thefirm of which 
heisa member. This tirm, known as the John 
P. Murray Company, acknowledges that the 
Sheriff is 1ts head, that it gets most of the city 
and county orders for hardware, packing, and 
other articles it supplies, and that it is by 
virtue of his political influence that the Sherif 
gets these orders. 

That the Sheriff also makes a practice of buy- 
ing claims against the city and the pay ac- 
counts of laborers, extorting a commission of 
5 or 10 per cent. or more, and that he is be- 
Meved to use his political power to prevent the 
payment of claims until those holding them 
come to his terms. 

That two of the three members of the Street 
and Water Commission are engaged in dealing 
with the city, Mr. Dugan through his tather 
and Mr. Somers through nis brother. They un- 
blushingly admit this corrupt practice, but 
claim that they evade the law 80 as to be be- 

ond danger of prosecution. But the law makes 

t an offense, punishable as a malfeasance, ior a 
city officer to be directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in apy contract, work, sale, or purchase 
to which the city is a party. 

That the Buard of Street and Water Commis- 
sioners has violated the lawin awarding con- 
tracts to other than the lowest bidder. 

That the BKoard of Tax Comwissivners has 
greatly increased the cost of its office, and has 
used the power of its members as Assessors to 
punish political opponents and reward political 
triends. This was conspicuously shown by the 
addition of more than #1,000,000 to the assessed 
valuation of one district which voted against the 
ring charter, while a reduction was made in the 
assessed Valuation of another district. The facts 
show that theincrease in builaing In the latter 
district during the last year is far greater than 
in the district in which the Valuation was large- 
ly increased. Since these facts became known 
the Tax Commissioners have denied the public 
access to the assessment books, apparently 








fearing that full knowledge of their abuses of 
power would injure their political strenxth. 
That the Board of Police Commissioners per- 
mits the lawto be openly violated and is be- 
lieved to demand and receive from the law 
breakers personal bribes for the indulgence. 
The President of the commission, Assemblyman 


John P. Feeney, is also engaged in business | 


which it is believed he uses his official power 
to promote. 

That Mayor Cleveland has directed that con- 
tractors with the city shall employ no man ob- 
noxious to the city authorities, his object being 
to bave Only supporters of the ring on public 
woras. . 

That the Board of Freeholders of the county 


‘is controllea by a corrupt combination of mem- | 
bers who are in co-operation with the ring. | 


This combination employs dozens of useless 


men in the county institutions and permits the | 


county te be swindled in the purchase of sup- 
plies. The members of the combination also 
profit unduly by their office. The jail keeper, 
who is under their authority, makes an undue 
profit on feeding jail inmates, yet keeps them 
very poorly. 

Thar the County Clerk has caused the fees of 


bis office to be largely increased at the expense | 
of the people. He gives no personal attention . 
The force of em- | 


to the duties of hig office. 
ployes is inadequate and the public basiness is 
consequently not so well done as it should be, 


Tpat all subordinate employee of the city | 


who have no political influence are poorly pul 
and are required to pay a part of their wages as 
apolitical assessment.

A SPLENDID EXHIBIT. 


MADE BY THE SOCIETY OF UNITED 


HEBREW CHARITIES. 


Many facts of interest were last evening pre- 
sented at the fifteenth annual meeting of the 
United Hebrew Charities held in the lecture 
room of Temple Emanu-El. President Henry 
Rice presided and read the Executive Commit- 
tee’s report. It showed that in the last ten years 
the disbursements of the society have more 
than doubled. In 1879 the total relief 
distributed amounted to a little more 
than $35,000; during the past year 
the Treasurer has expended more than 
$72,000. ‘The disbursements for office 
account ten years ago were 9 2-5 per cent. of 
the charity expenditure; the past year, with a 
larger force, the relief was administered at a 
cost of only 8 1-5 per cent. In this respect, if 
in no other, the committee may challenge com- 
parison with any similar society in this or any 
other country. Too often is the charity of the 


public bestowed at lavish cost; too often is a 
rich endowwent frittered away in useless show, 
elegant offices, highly-paid officials, and in vari- 
ous other ways. 

By the exhibit made in the report it can in 
truth be said that the Hebrews of New-York 
take commendable care of their worthy poor 
from the cradle to the grave. [In brief, 3,428 
new cases were handled during the year. hese 
represented 14,440 persons, of which 2,593 
were investigated mure than once. Besides, 
1,352 persous received transient relief, 2,531 
persons Were provided with employment, and 
1,113 were given free transportation, making 
in all 19,441 persons who enjoyed the benefits 
of the society, exclusive of those aided at Castile 
Garden. Of the 22,674 Jewish immigrants who 
arrived more than 70 per cent. remained in the 
city. Twenty-seven were found unworthy ofa 
welcome and were returned, as a stern lesson 
tothe torwarding agencies. Of these rejected 
one Was @ cripple, one a paralytic, one a deaf- 
mute, six were paupers, ten were immoral 
women, and seven coustituted two iamilies who 
came under the class as likely to prove a 
charge on the public. For five years a strict 
watch has been kept at Castile Garden, and the 
results show an encouraging Improvement in 
the class of immigrants. 

Among the persous aided by the society were 
441 widows, 479 persons over 60 years of age, 
and 434 sufferers from chronic or incurable ais- 
eases. There were distributed 1,236 half tons 
of coa), 1.975 pairs of shoes, 183 quilts, and 
8,801 articles of wearing apparel. Nearly 
2,000 nights’ lodgings und almost 6,000 meals 
were given to homeless and destitute men. 
Here are some otber significant tigures taken 
from the report: 1,807 cases treated by the so- 
— physicians, 369 maternity cases were at- 
tended to, 8,342 prescriptions were issued, 
3,459 visits were paid by nurses, 829 families 
received groceries and meat, 624 free inter- 
ments were granted, and 182 pupils received 
instructions in sewing, embroidery, and other 
useful work at the industrial schools, 

One of the most successful practical missions 
of the society has been that of inducing appli- 
cants to the employment bureau to go in squads 
to active manufacturing establishments in the 
country and there develop the local industries. 
Scores of applicants were distributed in Marl- 
borough, Glenville, and Portland, Conn.; Den- 
ver, Col.; Cumberland, Md.; Indianapolis, Ina., 
apd several piaces in this State. 

When the reports were preseoted the officers 
had the pleasure of hearing complimentary and 
encouraging remarks from Rabbis Kobut and 
Silberman, Edward Lauterbach, Jesse Seligman, 
and Jacob H. Schitf. Other prominent Israelites 
present were Emanuel Lehman, Uriah Herr- 
man, Ferdinand Levy. Morris Tuska, Benjamin 
Russak, J. H. Hoffman, J. 8. Isaacs, Charles 
Frank, A. Wolff, D. Untermeyer, HeuryS. Allen, 
David Aaron, A. Weinberg, Dr. Mark Blumen- 
thal, Prot. H. M. Leipziger, Henry Solomon, Dr. 
H. Freeman, and Myer Stern. 

The society re-elected the old Board of 
Trustees and the same excellent management is 
probable this year. 





POLICEMEN IN TROUBLE. 


INSPECTOR WILLIAMS ORDERS CHARGES 
AGAINST A ROUNDSMAN. 


Inspector Williams made a preliminary ex- 
amination yesterday into the case of Rounds- 
man Thomas Cassidy of the Twenty-tirst Pre- 
cinct, who was complained of by Terence Me- 
Mahon, the proprietor of an oyster saloon and 
restaurant at 499 Third-avenue, for having ar- 
rested anemploye for an alleged violation of 
the excise law. It was shown that on Friday 
last Cassidy and a friend took dinner at Mc- 
Mahon’s place. Cassidy became engaged in a 
quarrel with the waiter who served him over a 
trivial matter connected with the meal. After 
the dinner was finished the roundsman ordered 


some brandy, and waged gy hone 3 forit he arrest- 
ed Hugh Kane, who had egerved him with the 
brandy, for violation of the exsise law on the 
ground that McMahon’s license was only for 
the salé of beer and light wines. 

After Kane was taken to the station house 
MoMahon went there and proved that he had a 
license to sell spirituous liquors as well as beer, 
and Capt. Ryan at once discharged Kane. Mc- 
Mahon claimed that the arrest of his employe 
was actuated by malice, and was made by Cas- 
sidy because he had had a quarrel in the place. 
The Inspector ordered a complaint against the 
roundsman. : 

Complaint has also been made against Patrol- 
man Isaac Milhauser of the Twenty-first Pre- 
cinct, who arrested Vincent Mason, the bar- 
tender at the saloon 333 East Thirty-eighth- 
street, at 12:15 o’clock on Sunday morning.

Prof. Child formerly lived at 472 West

organizing and perfecting the arrangements. 
The school opened with such a numper of pu- 
pils as to insure its success. The professor bad 
ulso closed negotiations for a lecturing tour 
during the coming Winter. Notwithstanding 
the success he had his friends believe that his 
mind gave way under the pressure of the ex- 
traordinary exertions he was compelled to 
make, coupied with the anxiety caused by the 
serious illness of one of his children. 

On the night of his disappearance he spent 
the evening with his fawily, as usual. He re- 
tired to his rvom shortly berore midnight, while 
Mrs. Child sat up with the sick baby. On the 
morving of the i3th inst. When she went to 
call her husband he was not inthe room. His 
bed bad not been occupied. Then it was dis- 
covered that Child was umong the wissing, and 
search among his friends and acquaintances 
met with no result, He bad left on the bureau 
in his rou @ cuceck, drawn to the order of his 
wile, covering all the money be had on deposit 
in the bank, ana beside it was fuund ali the 
cash that he is supposed to have had in his pos- 
session. He had also ieft his shirt studs, sleeve 
buttons, and gold watch aud cbain. 

The private search for the missing man 
having proved barren of result, his iriends de- 
termined to make bis disappearance public and 
applhed to the police. A general alurm was 
sevt out to all the stations in this city giving 
his description as follows: 

“Height, 5 feet 1049 inches; weight, 150 pounds; 
age, 42; hair dark, nearly black; uark, ueavy eye- 
brows and lashes; deep-set dark, hazel eyes; wore 
dark mustache only. Hud on black-mixed cloth 
tour-button cutaway coat, dark trousers and vest, 
tall silk hat, plain narrow Diack tle, iace shoes, no 
overcoat, White shirt with stud holes, but no studs.” 

Prof. Child was a well-known educator in this 
city. For mauy years he was a teacher at the 
Friends’ Seminary, in Sixteenth-street. When 
the Ssemilary was reorganized recently Prof, 
Child left it and, hiring the haudsome four-story 
browustone house, 28 West Twentieth-street, 
started the Beverly Schvol there. The school 
has been closed siuce the principal’s disap- 
pearance.

HE DENIES THE CHARGE THAT HE WAS 
EXCLUDED FROM A BAR ASSOCIATION. 


T'o the Editor of the New- York Times: 

The statement in the article published in the 
New-York Jribune of Oct. 28 that I was excluded 
from membership of the New-York Bar Association 
and declured by it to be unworthy of membership is 
false. Neither the committee nor the association 
acted upon my application, because my name was 
withdrawn at my request before action. 

If the assvciation believed that I was guilty of the 
conduct stated in the Zribune it was its duty to pre- 
fer charges against me before the General Term of 
the Supreme Court. It took nosuch action. It did 
nothing. No member offered any resolution cn the 
subject that IT ever heard of, The sub-committee, 
so far as I know, never made any report criticising 
my professional conduct or advising any action 
against myself. 

My reasons for withdrawal were not founded 
upon any action taken in the case of my partner, 
Mr. Schmitt. That statement in the Tribune is 
false upon its face. Mr. Schmitt’s application was 
not acted upon until after my name had been with- 
drawn. After I withdrew my name the committee, 
after hearing all that the enemies of our firm chose 
to say against us, recommended Mr. Schmitt for 
membership. He was defeated by the adverse vote, 


asiam intormed, of 17 members, notwithstanding 
the committee, before whom the charges were 
made, had unavimously reportedin his favor. My 
name at that time was not before any committee, 
because it had, wito the assent of the association, 
been withdrawn. 

It the Bar Association will permit the letters of 
the Judges and prominent members of the bar in 
Mr, Schmitt’s behalf to be published, as well as the 
report of the committee of the Bar Association tu 
his tavor, the malice or iguorance of a few nen who 
secured his deteat willbe apparent. Seventeen 
members out of a membership of over one thousand 
were able, under the rules thereof, to defeat a man 
who had beon indorsed by the best Judges and 
lawyers at the New-York Bar, and who nad also 
beer indorsed by the committee of the association, I 
withdrew my name and I advise my partner to 
witnuraw his application the moment 1 found that 
eiforts were being made by a tew enemies to pre- 
vent our admission to the association.

I found that active efforts were being made by a 
few to secure the rejection of both wy partner and 
myself, and I determined that I would not be

I: I was to be attacked I preferre: to 
meet my accusers face to tace inacourt where I 
could have an open aud fair hearing, and not have 
my reputation attacked by the seclet vote ofa lew 
mem bers, ‘ 

No attack has ever been made against me before 
any court. Iam realy at auy time to meet my ac- 
cusers where Il can have an equal and fair chance, 
but 1 Was not thea nor am [ now willing to let sev- 
enteen meu outofone thousand decide against me 
in a place where I cannot meet them tace to face. 

It any lawyer or any Bar Associatiou believes me 
guilty of the false charges made against me in the 
Tribune I will meet them before the General Term 
in New-York, or I will submit the matter to any 
Judge of the Supreme Court in my own State, Ke- 
publican or Democrat, and Jet any lawyer present 
any charges agaiust meof unprofessional conduct 
and I will weet the issue immediately. I know 
that I have never done anything in wy profession 
that is the subject of any fair criticism, and in an 
open and fair hearing before apy judicial tribunal 

can show this to be true. 

If my enemies will give me the opportunity to 
meet them where I can speak freely and fully I 
shall be content.

BEER ADVANOED IN PRIOK, 


THE “GROWLER” TRADE WILL HAVE 
TO PAY 10 CENTS A PINT. 


The Central Liquor Dealers’ Assoctation of 
New-York City is making an effort to raise the 
price of beer to 10 cents a pint. The prevail- 
ing price for some years has been 8 cents ver 
pint, but the retailers asserted that they were 
making no money by selling it at such a figure. 
They held that they actually lost money on 


the Central Liquor Dealers’ Association, with 
the result that a resolution was passed fixing 
the price at 10 cents per pint. 

Large placards conveying kKnowfedge of this 
fact and the additional information that no 
spirituous or malt liquors would be sold to chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age were printed 
by the association and distributed to uearly all 
the saloons in the city. The result is that in all 
tue more expensive and betier-class saloons 
this placard is conspicuously exhibited behind 
the bar. 

The cheaper saloons are vot so fast to concur 
in the action of the Central Liquor Dealers’ ac- 
tion. Their business is largely dependent on 
the “growler’’ trade, as buying by the pint is 
known in saloon slang, ana they are afraid to 
take such a radical step as that of adding 2 
cents to the selling price of each pint of beer. 
in regard to this watter Mr. B. T. Kearns, Pres- 
ident of the Central Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
oo said yesteruay to a representative of THE 
TIMES: 

‘Our association made this move simply be- 
cause the retailers were losing money by sell- 
ing beer at 8 cents a pint. Beer costs $2 a 
keg, and by selling itat 8 cents a pint the re- 
taller can get back only about $140. Here 
is a clear loss, which can be overcome only in 
two ways—elther by increasing the price or by 
selling short pints, ‘The best thing for all 

arties concerned, therefore, is to fix a uni- 

orm price and give good measure. So far we 

have found that the increase in price 18 work- 
ing very welt, Some of the retailers report 
that their trade feil off perceptibly when the 
change was adopted, but that it is steadily re- 
turning, and that they are omeney realizing 
the beuetit from the increased price of pints 
of beer. All the district associations of the 
central body which have acted on this matter 
so far have reported favorably, and I have no 
doubt that the ten-cent price will be generally 
adopted.” 


COULD NOT STAND TROUBLE 


HORWITZ, THE DIAMOND BROKER, WHO 
WAS SWINDLED, KILLS HIMSELF. 


Emil Van Gelder, the fugitive diamond deal- 
er, isindirectly responsible for the death of 
Henry Horwitz, a diamond broker at 17 Maiden- 
lane, who committed suicide in his office yes- 
terday afternoon. Van Gelder cheated Horwitz 
out of $4,000 worth of diamonds, and Horwitz, 
who started in business in January with a capi- 
tal of $7,000 or $8,000, and could have had a 
credit of $70,000 or $80,000, nad to settle his 
affairs and almost wipe out his capital. He 
went to his office yesterday morning and was 
apparently reconciled to his ill fortune. After 


transacting some business and writing letters 
he sent an oftice boy for lunchand said he ex- 
pected his brother Otto, the lawyer. 

When the boy returned Horwitz lay deadin a 
toilet room. He had shot himself in the right 
temple with a revoiver of 22 calibre. Mir. 
Horwitz lived at 241 West One Hunared and 
Tnhirty-fourth-street, and had a wife and three 
children. He was born in Germanyin 1847, 
and came to America when he was five years 
old. He was tor many years in the employ of 
Henle Brothers, diamond dealers, and in Boston 
twelve years ago was attacked and shot in the 
head by thieves, who failed to get diamonds 
worth many thousands of dollars which be car- 
ried. The bullet was never extracted, and 
Caused him trouble at times when he was ex- 
cited. He was more recently employed by 
Stern Brothers & Co., and left them to go into 
business for himself. He was universaily re- 
spected, and had as good credit as firms which 
have hundreds of thousands of dollars at their 
bankers. He was a Freemason anda member 
of several Jewish societies,

THE AGONY ALMOST OVER, 


TESTIMONY CLOSED IN THE TEDIOUS 
FEEKS INVESTIGATION. 


With @ purpose as indefinite as a mase of con- 
flicting testimony could make it, the’ twelve 
worthy jurors who for a weék past have been 
listening to evidence in the so-called Feeks in- 
vestigation straggled one by one into Room 21 
City Hail yesterday. At 11:3v o'clock, all hav- 
ing arrived, court was called to order and the 
jurors took proper and necessary precautions 
against going to sleep. In this they were fairly 
successful Only four of them were caught 
napping, a very small percentage cousidering 
the exigencies of the occasion. 

Commissioner Gibbens, the youthful and em- 
phatic member of the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol, was on the stand all the morning. His 
testimony had been put intoa formal state- 
ment, printed on fine linen paper, and bound 
with red ribbon. Before starting to read this, 


Mr. Gibbens said that no apology was offered 
on the part of the Boara of Electrical Control, 
the members of that board being “fully imbued 
with the consciousness of having performed 
their duty to the best of their ability with the 
authority vested in them.” ‘he sover taces of 
the jurors indicated that they did not appre- 
ciate this little joke of the Commissioner’s. Mr. 
Gibbens went on to say that‘ the story which 
I shall relate is that of the greatest, most pro- 
longed, and bitter struggle of corporations to 
resist ihe will of the people ever recounted, so 
far as I am aware,” P 

Then Mr. Gibbens started tn to read his paper, 
which did not bear, but well might have borne 
the title, “Why the Board of Electricai Control 
has. been so Profoundiy Inanimate.” The story 
was Well told, bat was wholly ancient history, 
the sum and substance of it being that the pres- 
ent bad state of affairs was due to the fact that 
until August, 1887, the board had no power to 
control the companies and when they did get 
the power, and since, the companies have ue- 
knowledged it only by totally disregarding it 
6 arin as their own sweet wills moved them 

0 do. 

The following remarks made by Mr. Gibbens 
on cross-examination are interesting:

““Itis my opinion that if the board is allowed to 
go on with its work until the expiration of the term 
of the Commissioners, November, 1890, there will 
be practically no overhead wire in New-York.”

STATE NAVAL RESERVE. 


THE FIRST BATTALION FORMED, WITH 
PHILIP B. LOW AS COMMANDER. 


The tnitial steps were taken last night toward 
the formation of a State naval reserve. Circu- 
lars signed by the well-known yacht rigger, 
Philip B. Low, were sent to a number of gentle- 
men last week requesting their presence at the 
Second Battery Armory, Seventh-avenue, near 
Fifty-third-street, for the purpose of organiza- 
tion. About seventy responded. Mr. Low 
called them to order, andin a little speech ex- 
plained the purpose of the meeting. It was 


ultimately, he said, to éreate a service which 
should beur the samo relation to the navy as 
tue National Guard does to the army. 

Capt. Henry Erben of the United States Navy 
was unanimously elected permanent Chairman. 
He gave a history of the inception of the idea 
of a@ naval militia. It bad its origin at a meet- 
ing nearly three years ago at the huuse of the 
late Commodore Stewart, who was iostin his 
yacht,.Cythera during the great blizzard. The 
Navy Department had been communicated with, 
and had approved of the proposition. There 
were to be two branches. One was thle naviga- 
tion branch. That consisted of men who gu to 
sea. Its officers were the officers of sailing and 
steam vessels. J 

‘“‘Itis the other branch, the State branch,” 
said Capt. Erben, ‘with which we have todo 
to-night.” 

IF. W. Houghton was chosen Secretary. He 
read the bill which passed the last session of 
the Legislature. 1t provides tor the formation 
of four battalions, to consist of not more than 
four companies each. it was moved that a 
hattalion be at once formed, and these gentle- 
men were appointed by Capt. Erben to enroll 
recruits for the four companies: George E. 
Kent, L. M. Mowbray, F. R. Colvin, and William 
King. The last-named gentieman not being 
present, J. W. Blair was selected to serve tem- 
porarily in his place. They will have tne rank 
of Lieutenants. About eighteer men put their 
names on the roilof each company. Then Philip 
B. Low was elected battalion commander, ana 
the meeting adjourned subject to his call 

lt is expected that a bill which was before 
Congress last Winter, but was not acted upon 
then, will be passed early in the coming session, 
providing for the naval reserve in the way ot 
arms, instruction, &c., a8 the National Guard is 
provided for. Until then the organization ef- 
tected last nighi is but temporary. 

Capt. Erbeu said that he had received letters 
from the Svutbern and Gulf States stating that 
@ similar movement was on foot there, and be 
predicted that withip a few years the country 
would have a reserve bDaval force, available es- 
pecially tor coast defense, of which it would 
have good reason to be proud,

BATTLLYG WITH STORMS! - 


TERRIFIC AND PROTRACTED 
GALES OUT AT SEA. 
NEARLY ALL OF THE INCOMING VESSELS 
BRING THE SAME 8sTORY ,OF DAN- 

GER, SUFFERING, AND DAMAGE. 


The Old Dominion steamship Wyanoke, which 
arrived yesterday morning from Norfolk, sight- 
ed a schooner flying signals of distress off Fen- 
wick Islaud at noon on Sunday. The distressed 
vessel was under short sail and was bound in 
the same direction as the Wyanoke. The latter 
headed toward the distressed craft, which ina 
short time was withiu hailing distance. She 
provedjto be the schooner J.J. Morris, Jr., of Bath, 
Me., bound for Portland with a cargo of lumber, 
a portion of which had been secured on deck. 

But three men were to be seen upon the 
schooner’s decks, and one of these, who was 
evidently the Captain, appeared to be sick. The 
latter hailed the Wyanoke and said that his 
vessel was in great distress. His mate had 
died at sea, and a heavy wave had swept over 
the vessel, washing one of his men overboard. 
His provisions had run short, and in addition to 
all this he had lost his bearings and had no idea 
of the vessel’s position. What be stood in need 
of was asupply of provisions and two men to 


help him to get the schooner into port. He 
did not wish to go to the expense of being 
towed. 

The Wyanoke was short-handed, but she had 
plenty of provisions, and her Captain decided to 
send asupply to the distressed schooner. A 
lifeboat was lowered and a quantity of provis- 
jons were placed in this. Then Chief Officer 
Blakeman and two sailors, who had volunteered 
to risk their lives in the behalf of the distressed 
crew, sprang into the boat, which made its way 
in the direction of the Morris. A very heavy 
sea Was running, and it was found impossible to 
get alongside the schooner. The buat rowed 
around the distressed vessel several times and 
vainly strove to get near enough to pass 
the provisions on board. . Officer Blakeman 
hailed the Morris’s Captain and gave him 
his bearings and advised him to ‘put 
into the Delaware Breakwater. After the boat 
bad spent an hour and a quarter in vainly 
striving to accomplish her mission she drifted 
slowly away trom the schooner. The Wyanoke 
then came up to her boat, which with its crew 
were taken on board. She at once steamed on 
ber course. Wuen last seen the schooner had 
turned her hoad in the direction of the Dela- 
ware Breakwater. A dispatch received yester- 
day afternoon at the Maritime Exchange stated 
that the Morris had put into the Delaware 
Breakwater in distress. 

The bark Western Belle arrived yesterday 
from Manila after a remarkably long and tem- 
pestuous voyage of 197 days, during which time 
she met with a series of mishaps. Capt. Balman 
Bays that on July 25, while in the Indian Oceano, 
the vessel ran into a northerly gale, Which soon 
hauled to northwest, and afterward to south- 
west. This raked up a terrific cross sea, in 
which the vessel labored violently. The rud- 
derhead was sprung, and several sails were 
blown away. During the nightof July 30 an 
pther storm set in. The lightning played 
all around the sky and revealed a heavy 
sea, the waves of which seemed to 
form in theshape of pyramids. Upon the fol- 
jowing day ap enormous wave sweptover the 
bulwarks, smashing them in, straining the 
vessel severely, and causing herto leak badly 
in her upper works. Four of the men were 
knocked down and were severely but not dan- 
gerously injured. Several sails were blown 
away. The seas dasbed through the broken 
bulwarks and washed over the decks in such a 
dangerous wanher that the crew were unable 
to get atthe pumps. The ship was then put on 
the statbeandl taak under alower main topsail 
apd a storm spanker, } 

Ou Oct, 4 the bark ran into a. hurricane in 
latitude 28° 43’ north and longitude 65° 59’ 
west. The vessel was hove to on the starboard 
tack, in which conditicn she remained for thirty 
hours. A very heavy cross sea continued until 
Oct. 14, when the bark was in latitude 36° 37’ 
and longitude 73° 24’. Another storm then set 
in, the wind blowing with hurricane force and 
going around fromm northwest to northeast by 
way ofnorth A tremendous sea was running, 
the waves coming from all directions aud caus- 
ing the bark to strain in a dangerous man- 
ner. The bobstays were carried away 
in the chains, and as they parted the 
topgailaut forecastie was raised up and 
the belts near the bowsprit were drawn up. 
Tne bowsprit became spruug, but was securea 
after agreat deal of difficulty. The foretop- 
mast backstays were also Carried away, and 
several sails were biown to pieces. This storm 
continued for three days. Still another storm 
‘was encountered on Oct. 23. Several sails were 
blown away, and some of the stuys parted. In 
latitude 39° 2’ and longitude 73° 47° the West- 
ern Belle passed a _ship’s. binnacle and a 
quantity of lumber. The bark leaked consider- 
abiy auring the voyage, but her hold was free 
trom water when she anchored off Bedlow’s 
Island yesterday. 

Pilotboat Ambrose Snow, No. 12,, arrived in 
port yesterday with the waterlogged schooner 
Forest City in tow. The Snow picked up her 
prize on Saturday last in latitude 38° and lon- 
gitude 74°. The Forest City was bound from 
Bangor for Newark with a cargo of lumber. 
On Oct. 13, during a Leavy storm near Cape 
Cod, the deck load shifted and the ves-cel began 
to leak badly. Capt. Jones ran for Vineyard 
Haven, but when about three miles from the 
Handkerchief Light the vessel filled. The 
scioover Messer, which was Sighted, took 
off the distressed crew and landed them 
at Vineyard Haven. The abandoned ves- 
sel drified about for Nearly a ftort- 
night in the track of vessels bound 
to and from this port. After the Ambrose 
Spow took her in tow heavy weather was en- 
countered, but the pilot boat stuck pluvkily to 
ber prize and succeeied in bringing her into 
port. After her arrival in the lower bay the 
Forest City was taken in tow by the tug Web- 
ater and brought up to the city. 

Capt. Tripon of the steamship Gulf Stream, 
which arrived yesterday from Wilmington, re- 
ports that on Oct. 26, when off Hatteras Light, 
he passed through a quantity of wreckage, con- 
sisting of broken frames, pieces of deckhouses, 
and broken timber.

REMARKABLE SPREAD OF THE ORDER 
IN MICHIGAN, 
Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 28.—Not less than 
000 farmers have joined the 
Patrons of Husbandry since last May, and the 
number is inereasing every week. They 
to become the controlling power in 
the polities of the State, and then to spread 
over the entire country. The patrons claim to 
have heen forced into being by the monopolies 
and trasts, and they propose to organize a com- 
bination that will strike terror to the hearts of 
their enemies. At present the patrons are de- 
voune themselves exclusively to the mer- 
chants, and in every town where they have a 
footneld they enter into an iron-ciad contract 
with one dealer in each line of trade to pur- 
ehase only from him, exacting a pledge that 
they shall pot be charged to exceed 12 per 
cent. advance on wholesale prices, 
fhe patrons have lodges in forty-seven coun- 
ties, Kent leading, with a membership of more 
than 5,000. The general offices are situated in 
this city, and the Rev. F. W. Verbucan, an old- 
time Presbyterian preacher, 1s the Supreme 
President. In February a State convention 
will be held at Flint.’ The year following there 
will be a gathering from all over the country at 
Lansing.

TELEPHONE EXIORTIONS, 


DISSATISFIED SUBSCRIBERS APPOINT AN 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 


There was a particularly lively meeting of 
telephone subscribers yesterday at the Board of 
Trade roows in Liberty-street, at which, in 
spite of an effort made by the Metropolitan Tel- 
ephone Company to have action postponed, 
resolutions were adopted roundly denouncing 
by name those members of the Legislature who 
last year voted against the bill reducing tele- 
phone rates, and providing for the appointment 
of a committee of five to investigate the work- 
ings of the system in this city. 

There were nearly a hundred persons present 
at the meeting, many of whom took active part 
in the discussion. Simon Sterne called the 
meeting to order and told of the manner of con- 
trol of telephone systems in Europe, where bet- 
ter service was generally rendered at less ex- 


pense thanin America, There the companies 
paid more for their franchises than in America— 
indeed, ney haraly paid anything at all for them 
here, and the corporations which granted the 
tranchises had control of the system of charges. 
There was no doubt of the right of control of 
telephone charges by the legisiative authority; 
it was just as sure as the right to govern rail- 
road rates and gas taxes. The telephone com- 
pany had made enormous profits out of 1ts bus}- 
ness, and there was no reason wh its 
extortionate charges should be tolerate He 
understood that there were representatives of 
the telephone company present, and he sup- 
posed they would want to be heard. ; 

The Committee on Permanent Organization: 
now reported the foliowing list of officers, who 
were unanimonsly elected: President—James 
Yalcott; Vice Presidents—O, C. Shayne, George 
8. Pease, and W. D. Stewart; Secretary—Frank 
8. Gardner; Treasurer—William Irwin Martin; 
Directors—Simon Sterne, Silas M. Giddings, 

. H. Brockway, and David Hirsch. The 
officers and Directors constitute the Executive 
Committee. 

Tue Committee on Resolutions presented their 
report, which recited in a long preamble the 
enormous profits that had been made in the 
telephone business, amounting to 473.91 per 
cent. ip six years; the bad service and. the 
monopolistic character of the business, and de- 
clared strongly against the renomination and 
re-election of the members of the Senate and As- 
sembly of last year who voted against the bill 
before the Legislature at that time, which was 
to regulate the matter of charges, 

Vice President Cutler of the Metropolitan 
Telephone Company protested against the 
statements made in the published circular ts- 
sued last week, and which were repeated in the 
resolutions. The statements regardiag the 
profits of the eer were wrong and he was 
prepared to prove it. He suggested that a 
committee of five responsible business men be 
appointed to examine the books of the com- 
pany, and that in the meantime action upon the 
resolutions be postponed. He ouid give sucha 
a committee every facility for conducting such 
an examination. 

In the rather acrimonious discussion which 
followed, this proposition was approved by ex- 
Collector of Customs Simmons of Bostou, who 
said he was a lawyer out of practice, and by a 
luwyer named Washburn. It was opposed by 
Mr. Sterne, Jeremiah Fitzpatriox, aud otbers, 
who declared that the figures in the circular 
were taken from sworn statementsof ofticers of 
the telephone company mace to a legislative 
committee. 

Mr. Cutler said that if the resolutions were 
adopted he would in self-respect be compelled 
to withdraw his offer to submit the business of 
his company to the investigation of any com- 
mittee appointed by the subscribers. Simon 
Sterne said the investigation a year before dis- 
closed the fact that each instrument in this city 
cost the company $20, while their charge for 
their use was from $150 to $180. In other 
cities the charge was from $30 to $50. 

The reaolutions -were adopted with a slight 
amendment, and Mr. Talcott will appoint the 
committee of investigation at bis leisure, in 
doubt, however, whether the company will rec- 
ognize it. 





DR. TALMAGH’S NEW CHURCH. 


—_————> 
GROUND BROKEN IN THE PRESENCE OF 
MANY SPECTATORS. 


Ground on tbe site for Dr. Talmage’s new 
Brooklyn Tabernacle was formally broken yes- 
terday afternoon. A large crowd had gathered 
to witness the ceremonies and listen to the in- 
cidental adaresses. The property is the old 
Marshall homestead at Greene and Clinton 
avenues,and both the thoroughfares named were 
packed with people as was the space within 
the fences. 

A few moments before 4 o’clock Dr. Talmage, 
with his overcoat buttoned up tightly about 
lis throat, appeared in the little circular space 
free from people and announced the pro- 
gramme. The Rev. Dr. John D. Wells, pastor 
of the South Third-Street Presbyterian Church, 
read the hymn, * The Beautiful River.” Prof. 
All, with his cornet, then played the accompa- 
niment, and the whole multitude joined in the 
singing. The Rev. Dr. Edward Payson Inger- 


soll, pastor of the Puritan Church, offered 
prayer, and the duty of “breaking ground” 
then devolved upon Dr. Talmage. 

* As we break the ground to-day for a new 
church,” he said, “let me state what this 
church will stand for. Evangelism, liberty of 
conscience, Christian patriotism, charity, 
righteousness toward God, and honesty toward 
man. May it beagreat place for the cure of 
heartaches! May its windows look into the next 
woridas wellas this! May all the children 
baptized here become the sons and daughters of 
the Lord Almighty! May all the marital oaths 
taken at these altars be kept until death does 
them part! May there be a revival of pure re- 
ligion here which shail roll on without inter- 
ruption until Christ descends through the wide- 
opening heavens! May the Lord God of Apra- 
ham, and Isaac, and J&cob, and Joshua, and 
Paul, and John Knox, and John Wesley, aud 
Hugh Latimer, and Bishop Mclivaine take pos- 
session of this ground and all that shall be bailt 
upon it!” 

Then Treasurer John Wood handed Dr. Tal- 
mage a brightand shining new spade, and the 
minister upturned & handful of moist earth. 
Then he raised his right band high above his 
head and provounced the invocation. 

The Rev. Dr. E. P. Terhune, pastor of the 
Bedford-Avenue Keformed Church, said a few 
words of encouragement to the Tabernacle’s pas- 
tor and congregation, and the Rey. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, pastor of Plymouth Church, made an 
address. The ceremony was closed with the 
benediction by the Rev. Dr. Frost, pastor of the 
Summertield Methodist Church. 

Trustee Durling yesterday corrected an im- 
pression existing that the Tabernacle was in 
tinancial difficulties. According to him this is 
just how the church now stands: From the in- 
surance companies it has received $129,450, 
which, with the value of the land on which the 
Tabernacie stood, $40,000, makes a total of 
$169,450 in assets. To be taken from this is 
$95,000, the vost of the new site; $61,000 mort- 
gage on the old building, and $3,000, a floating 
debt. All this makes $159,000, leaving a bal- 
ance to the church’s credit of $10,000. About 
$6,000 has so iar been subscribed in answer to 
Dr. Talmage’s appeal.

A LARGE STORAGE RESERVOIR. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct. 28.—The East Jer- 
sey Water Company, which has the six-million- 
dollar contract for supplying Newark with 
water, has begun operations in the construction 
of an immense storage reservoir on the upper 
waters of the Pequannock River, near Oak 
Ridge station of the Susquehanna and Western 
Railroad, Here a huge dam, more than 1,000 


yards long and 50 yards wide at the base, and 
over 100 feet bigh, will be built across the river 
valley, between two hills. The reservoir thus 
created will forma great artificial lake, four 
miles long and at ons point two miles wide, 
covering several thousands of acres with pure 
water from the uncontaminated upper sources 
of the river. 

The East Jersey Company has been quietly at 
work for two yeurs buying lakes, ponds, and 
water rights along the Pequannock Valley, and 
has expended large sums in such purchases. 
The company paid $44,000 for the Macopin 
Lake (now calied Echo Lake) property, and 
$20,000 for the Dunker Pond property. ‘These 
and other mountain sheets are to be utilized in 
furnishing Newark with its water supply. 
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BEAT HIS WIFE TO DEATH. 

BRIDGEPORT, Oct. 28.—Frederick Merrill, 
while under the influence of liquor on Saturday 
night, beat and choked his wife in a brutal 
manner. She was‘ rendered unconscious, in 
which condition she remained until last night, 
when she was found and the facts made known.

Merrill came to his senses yesterday and tried 
to revive his wife, but failing, went out after 
medical aid. Merrill was arrested and this 
morning brought before Judge Kelsey of the

AKTER COL. SHEPARD. 


MORE ACCUSATIONS OF BAD FAITH IN 
HIS STAGE DEALINGS. 


There was 2 meeting of those stockholders in 
the Fifth-Avehue Transportation Company who 
object to the permanence of the control which is 
now exercised by the pious Col. Elliott F. Shep- 
ard held in the office of Barnes Brothers at 18 
New-astreet yesterday afternoon. The gentle- 
men who attended this meeting conversed 
about the extraordinary demand made last Sat- 
urday foran aesessment of 95 per cent. on the 
stock and denounced the Colonel’s attempted 
‘freeze out” in language which is sometimes 
quoted in the Street, but not in select Presby- 
terian circles. 

The object of the meeting was mainly for the 
purpose of testing the reform party’s strength, 
and they found that they were by no means the 
weaklings they are believed to be by the text- 
quoting stockjobber. They are convinced that 
they are in a position to acquire the majority of 
the stock before the company election next 
month. But what added an additional interest 
to the meeting was that E. Ely Goddard, the 
President of the company, whose position has 


been regarded with uncertainty by both sides of 
the controversy, should appear with a great big 
bunale of documents. With the accession of 
Mr. Goddard the reform party felt an element 
of strength which led them to call anotner 
meeting to-day for purposes of organization. 

Mr. Goddard, as President of the company, 
before the meeting adjourned desired 10 set 
himself right concerning his relations with Mr, 
Shepard, and proceeded to do so by submitting 
a long statement, a part of which tollows: 


Attheannual meeting and election last year it 
turned out that Mr. Shepard held, with his triends, 
more than one-third of the entire stock of the com- 
pany. It was determined at the same time that im- 
Mediate provisions should be made to purchase 
additional horses and to obtain stable accomiuoda- 
tions for the company, the lease of the stables now 
occupied being about to expire and the property 
sold. A committee of the Board of Directors was at 
once appointed todevise measures necessary for the 
purpose. It was proposed to raise the required 

unds by executing a mortgage and issuing bonds. 
Bvt the counsel of the company called the commit- 
lee’s aitention to the fact that this could not be 
legally done without the consent of the holders of 
two-tuirds of the stock of the company. Mr. shep- 
ard refused his assent and thereby vetoed the 

lan. After all other efforts were found to 

e@ unavailing it was decided that the best plan 
would be to accept an offer which Mr. Shepard 
made to provide a stable and snpoly the other neces- 
saries of the company providing the control of the 
board were tarned over tohim. ‘his arrangement 
was accepted and put in writing in the form of let- 
ters to Mr. Shepard from the committee appointed 
by the board and Mr. Shepard’s reply thereto. A 
tormal resolution was adopted by the board to the 
effect that as the company would require a new 
stable by May 1,1889, and additional stamens. and 
as Mr. Shepard had offered to provide thesé, the 
company, ou Mr. Shepard agreeing to furnish 
@ stable as required for twenty-one years at a 
rent of 6 per cent. on cost of land ana building and 
all taxes aud assessments, would -cease running 
stages on Sunday. Mr. Shepard accepted the terms 
of the resolution, a copy having been furnished him, 
by writing the following letter; 

2 WKST FIFIY-SKCOND-STREET, Jan. 12, 1889. 
Willtam Irwin, Secretary of the Fifth- avenue Trans- 
portation Company: 

DEAR SIR: Your favor of this date is received, 
transmit.ing to me a preamble and resolution 
adopted this day by your company respecting the 
cessation of the company’s Sunday Fitth-avenne 
trafiic and the provision of a stable by me for the 
company. I accept the said resolution, and promise 
to lease to the company such stable and accommo- 
dations of the general description and on the terms 
and conditions specified. I have the honor tv be, 
very truly yours, ELLIOTT F. SHEPARD. 

The stages were stopped ruaning on Sundays 
und the company’s iucume was thereby decreased 
to the extentof more than $20,000 annually. Mr. 
Shepard has done absolutely nothing to redeem his 
promises, altuough often called upon to do s0. Not 
only did Mr. Shepard do nothing to help the com- 
pany, but he has on th coutrary by constant at- 
tacks through his newspaper, the Matl and E£x- 
press, impaired the Gredit of the company, and 
through his control of the voard has prevented the 
company from obtaining time from its principal 
creditors who are willing to accept notes, ana has 
iusisted that they should obtain jadgments, which 
he immediately purchased from them. With regard 
to the attack upon me and my management, any 
business man knows that a company is managed by 
its Directors, and the President merely executes 
their orders and policy. The books are examined 
by experts aanuaily, and the management courts 
the fullest examination of its acts by any one of the 
stockholders. 


In connection with this interesting condition 
of affairs the following list of Mr. Shepard’s 
iriends who are Directors of the company is 
somewhnt notable: The Rev. Dr. Hoadley of

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REVISING OCEAN RULES 


CONSIDERING AMENDMENTS 
ALREADY OFFERED. 
YESTERDAY’S SESSION OF THE MARINE 
CONFERENCE—DEFINING THE MEAN- 

ING OF “‘ SAILING VESSEL.” 


WASHINGTON, Oot. 28.—The International Ma- 
rine Conference resumed its sessions at tho 
Wallach Building, this morning, being called 
to order by Rear Admiral Frankln, President 
of the Conference. Nearly all the delegates 
were in attendance. 

admiral Bowdin-Smith, of Great Britain, from 
the Committee on Devices, asked that no fur- 
ther papers relating to subjects being consid- 
ered by bis committee be referred to the com- 
mittee, as it would never be able to report 
them, having its hands already full. There was 
some objection to this, one of the delegates say- 
ing that longer time should be given to a mat- 
ter of this importance. It was suggested that 
the time be limited to Wednesday, and, if all 
papers were not presented by that time, they 
would not be considered by the committee. 
The request as amended was adopted, and later 
the same action was taken with regard to the 
three special committees, those on Signals, 
Lights, and Devices. 

On motion of Rear Admiral Oscar Viel and 
several other delegates a resolution was adopt- 
ed providing that the final regulations and 
agreements, &c., agreed upon by the confer- 
ence be published in the English, French, and 
Spanish languages. 

A resolution was offered by the delegate from 
Norway providing that the subject of the speed 


of vessels in thick weather be referred to a spe- 


cial committee, which shall report its conclu- 
sions to the conference. Delegates Hall of 
Great Britain and Goodrich of the United States 


‘opposed the resolution on the ground that such 


animportant subject should be considered by 
the conference as @ Whole, The resolution was 
defeated. 

Capt. Shackford, delegate from the United 
States, gave notice that when Article XIII. of 


the sailing rules of the United States shall come 
up for consideration he would move to eliminate 
the whole article. This article reads: ‘*‘ Every 
ship, whether a sailing ship or a steamship, 
shall in a fog, mist, or falling snow go at a 
moderate speed, 

Commander Van Steyn of the Netherlands 
Royal Navy offered a number of unimportant 
amendments to the sailing rules. 

Delegate Hall ot Great Britain offered a reso- 
lution providing that all amexndments to be 
offered to the rules henceforth should be sub- 
mitted without comment and printed for the 
use of the conference, and all resolutions with 
regard to numbering of rules should be post- 
poned until the conference has dealt with the 
pose ag involved in them. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Delegate Shackford of the United States 
offered sundry amendments to Articies IL, IIL, 
V., VIL, XL, XII, XIIL, and XVL., of the rules 
of the road relating to gt on ships. 

The regular order of business for to-day was 
the second reading of the rules of the road, 
with the amendments that have been offered 
from time to time, and at the conclusion of the 
offering of the above further proposed amend- 
ments, this order was proceeded with. The 
record shows that eighty-six amendments had 
been offered up to the time of adjournment last 
Tuesday, 

The first amendment under discussion was 
that offered by Mr. Goodrich of the United 
States to Article L, that a steam vessel under 
sailand not under steam shall be considered a 
sailing Vessel. When under steam, whether 
under sail or not, shall be considered a steam 
vessel. 

Delegate Verney of Siam suggested further 
delay before acting upon the question. 

Delegate Hall of Engiand said be thougnt the 
conference was ready to vote upon the ques- 
tions. He desired, however, to give notice that 
he would ask to make the meaning of Mr. Good- 
rich’s definition more clear, by classing a steam 
vessel being towed as a sailing vessel. The 
amendment as preposed by Mr. Goodrich was 
then adopted by a viva voce vote, there being 
no negative vote. One of the United States del- 
egates, through Mr. Goodrich, suggested that 
in all cases it would be best to call the roll of 
nations and record the vote. It was decided 
that this would be desirable or necessary only 
when the vote was divided. ' 

Tne amendment to Article I., proposed by Mr. 
Hall of Great Britain, declares all vessels 
driven by machinery to be steam vessels. Mr. 
Hall explained that while such a definition 
would appear inconsistent, it wae che intention 
to eover the vessel driven by machinery by one 
general name. That the definition might leaa 
to confusion was pointed out by Mr. Goodrich, 
who suggested that the amendment be made to 
read: ‘All vessels not propelled by sails or 
manual power.” Butthis was shown to be no 
wore detinite than the original amendment, as 
it did not provide for boats moved by horse 
power. 

Mr, Halli said the definition was not complete- 
ly satisiactory to the British delegation, but 
had been adopted as the best that could be de- 
vised. They were willing to hear and consider 
suggestions from any delegation. 

Capt. Sampson of the United States thought 
the class of steam vessels should include all 
vessels not propelled by sail. 

Capt. Mensing of Germany said the definition 
proposed by Mr. Hall was satisfactory to him- 
self and colieague. 

Mr. Hall suggested that at present the con- 
ference vote upon the priuciple involved in the 
ameudment, viz., that all vessels other than 
sail ve included in one genera! class, leaving it 
to be determined in the future what that name 
shall be. This was adupted and the amendment 
was then nary for the present. 

Capt. Selvesen’s amenawent to Article [T., re- 
specting lights, was read. It probibits vessels 
trom exbibiting any other lights which may be 
mistaken for those prescribed in tne articles. 
A similar amendment, proposed by Dr. Sieve- 
King of Germany, was read and considered in 
connection with Capt. Selvesen’s amendment. 
The ‘latter, because it conformed more nearly 
to the languago of the present rules, and there- 
fore less likely to cause confusion, was advo- 
cated by Mr. Goodrich and Mr. Halil. 

Capt. Sampson argued against the necessity 
of any change, as the rules now forbid the 
carrying of any other lights than those de- 
scribed in the text. * 

The hour for recess arrived before a vote was 
reached, 

Adwiral Koznakoff $f Russia asked that the 
conterence adjourn until the Committee on 
Lights cun wake its report. Capt. Mensing ad- 
vocated the proposal uv! the Russian delegate, 
but Mr. Goodrich urged that the conference re- 
main in session as arranged, four days in the 
week, considering such things as may be dis- 
cussed without waiting for the committee re- 
ports. Action en Admiral Koznakoil’s motion 
was postponed until the afternoon session. 

Aduwiral Franklin announced the presence to- 
day of Don Manuel Aragon, the delegate trom 
Costa Rica. 

When the conference reassembled the ques- 
tion of adjournment was taken up, and, after 
considerable discussion concerning the state of 
the work now in the hands of the several com- 
mittees and the probability of their being ready 
to report at a certain day, 1t was decided that, 
when the conference adjourns to-day, 1t be until 
Friday morniug next at 10 o'clock. 

The resolution offered by Delegate Hall of 
Great Britain for the appointment of a commit- 
tee to consider the subject of lignte for fishing 
vessels was then considered, but on the sug- 
gestion of a delegate from the United States it 
was amended 80 as to rvad that a committee of 
nine be appointed to consider and report as to 
rules for lights carried or sh6wn on smali, pilot, 
and fishing vesseis. The resolution was agreed 
to, and the fellowing committee was appoint- 
ed: Mr. Verbrugghe, Belgium; Capt. Bisbee, 
China; A. Schneider, Deumark; Capt. Lanune- 
tuc, France; Christian Donner, Germany; 
‘Thomas Gray, Great Britain; Lieut. R. Baba, 
Japan; D. Hubert, the Netherlands, and Capt. 
Jawes W. Norcross, United states. 

Consideration of the amendment proposed by 
Dr, Sieve-King of Germany, providing that no 
other lights which might ve mistaken for the 
lights mentioned for steam aud sail vessels 
shali be curried in all wea.hers, from sunset to 
sunrise, was then resumed, and it was ulti- 
mately adopted. 

The next amendment was that prea by 
the delegates {rom Great Britain to section A, 
Article [II., of the rules of the road, providing 
that a ship without a foremast shall carry the 
mastiight in the fore part of the ship, at a 
height above the hull not less than the breadth 
of the ship, except la a ship the breadth 
of which exveeds forty feet, in which 

case the light need not be oarried at 
a greater height above the hull than 
forty feet. This amendment excited some op- 

osition on the part of Mr. Goodrich of the 

nited states, he saying toat the adoption of 
the proposition would work a change in the 
system now in use in the harbor of New-York. 
Mr. Hall contended that the proposed amend- 
ment related not to inland waters, but merely 
to ships engaged In oceau navigation, The 
amendment was adopted. 

The next amendment taken up was that of- 
fered by Dr. Sieve-King of Germany. It related 
to hghts for steam vessels, and read: “A sea- 
going steamship, when under way, shall carry,” 
&e. .Betore the bodv of the amendment had 
been read, Mr. Goodrich moved that the head- 
ing be changed so as toread: ‘A steam vessel 
when under way shall carry,” && The amend- 
ment was adopted uvanimousiy. Discussion 
upon the turther changés included in Dr. Sieve- 
King’s amendment was postponed until after 
the report of the Committee on Lights shall 
have been received. 

The conference then adjourned until Friday 
at 10 A. M.

SCHOOL AND FIR# DEPARTMENT FIG- 
URES CONSIDERED YESTERPAY. 


While the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment was discussing the estimates put in by 
the Board of Education for next year’s ox- 
penses yesterday, Mayor Grant refused to al- 
low $3,000 for the salary of Rufus G. Beards- 
ley, who has been acting as legal adviser of the 
board. President J. Edward Simmons protest- 
ed against the cut. ‘The Corporation Counsel 
can do that work,” said the Mayor. Mr. Sim- 
m0ns said that Mr. Clark could not attend to 
the details of the board. ‘He won't?” ex- 
claimed the Mayor; “then you prefer charges 


against him and I will entertain them.” The 
item cannot be replaced in the final allowance. 
Mr. Beardsley has been legal adviser to the 
board since 1884. 

Tbe Board of Education, through President J. 
Edward Simmons, put in an estimate for 
$4,546,847. This current year’s allowance was 
$4,079,008 86. The provisional allowance made 
yesterday was $4,232,617. For salaries for 
3,791 teachers and to raise some salaries 
$3,100,317 was asked. 

Mayor Grant said that he was willing to al- 
low for the increase in the number of teachers 
made necessary by the larger attendance, but 
* Just Dow we Cannot pay jarger salaries than 
we have been paying.” Controller Myers did 
not think that toils estimate should be cut. 
*1 am perfectly willing 10 vote every dollar 
necessary for the proper instruction of the chil- 
dren or for new school houses,” said Mr. Cole- 
man, “ but [am not willing to see any money 
wasted. When year after year we appropriate 
sums for special expenses which cannot be 
used under the law aud have to be carried 
back into the treasury, I object and will try to 
keep the appropriation within the needed 
limit.” He wanted the amount allowed for sal- 
aries made definite. 

The estimate for salaries was finally cut 
down to $3,000,000. As compared with this 
year’s figures other allowances were as follows:

OBJECTIONS OVERRULED. 


JUDGE ANDREWS WILL PROBABLY AP- 
POINT COMMISSIONERS HIMSELF. 


Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday handed down a decision over- 
ruling the preliminary objections of property 
owners to the application of the Metrepolitan 
Elevated Railway Company for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners to condemn the ease- 
ments of 400 pieces of property along the lines 
of the elevated roads, Judge Andrews says in 
his decision that with one exception all of tke 
objections raised have been overruled before 
by Judge Barrett, Judge O’Brien, and himself, 
and as those rulings have uot been passed on 
by an appellate court the objections must be 
overruled again, 

The excepted objection is to the allegation on 
informaiion and belief, that the compauy has 
Lot been able tu acquire the desired easements 
by purchase. ‘This objection, he says, was 
raised in tne first proceedings before Judge 
O’Brien, who must have overruled it, though 
there is no mention of the fact iu his decision. 
He says this objection is of no weight, and re- 
marks that it is often impussible tor a railroad 
company to make an aliegation in any, other 
way than on information anu belief. 

Phe decision appointed 3 P. M. to-day for the 
taking of testimony for and against the allega- 
tions in the petition, but at 2 o’clock yesterday, 
the hour to which the «ase was aujourned at 
the hearing on Thursday, the court room was 
crowded with lawyers, who apparently had 
not expected the decision so early. Many law- 
yers asked for delay, and there were diverse 
views expressed as to the method of procedure 
and the form in which testimony should be 
taken. Atlength Judge Andrews decided that 
the taking df testimony should begin at 10:30 
A. M to-morrow belore a stevograpner in Part 
IL of the Supreme Court. Hw said tbat in all 
probability he would decide to appoint the 
Commissioners, but that he would assume the 
whole responsivility by naming them himseif 
wi hout suggestions from the parties in inter- 
est, and would select such men as would give 
satisfaction to everybody. 

To such persons, however, a3 may desire 
to appealfrom his final order appointing the 
Commissioners, he wouid grant a stay of pro- 
ceedings. He aiso directed that the first 100 
cases of the Jones property be taken up to-mor- 
row, the remaining 125 cuses of the same prop- 
erty ov ‘thursday, the first 100 cases of the 
Ciarkson property on Friday, the second 100 
cases of the Clarkson property on Monday 
next, and so op. Meanwhile the case is to be 
Kepton the calendar from day to day, so that 
disputed questions may be referred to him. 
Proofs are tu be submitted inthe itorm of atti- 
davits, but the counsel for the company re- 
serves the right to cross-examine when he 
thinks necessary. The same rigutis aiso ac- 
corded to counsel for the property owners. 





10 SAVE HER HOME. 


MRS. SILLCOX ALLEGES THAT HER HUS- 
BAND DEFRAUDED HER, 


The mysterious disappearance of George W. 
Sillcox, a wealthy young man who lived with 
his family at 13 Seventh-avenue, Brooklyn, 
until June 6 last, was partially explained yes- 
terday, when his wife began suit in the Supreme 
Court to prevent him and J. F. Tapscott, or 
Maximo Mora, from selling the Seventh-avenue 
property. The house is a large one, for which 
Sillcox paid $14,000 in 1884. It is in a fashion- 
able neighborhood, and is now worth more than 


that. It was very elegantly furnished, but, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Sillcox, all the more valuable 
articles in it have been removed. 

The plaintiff alleges that she married Sillcox 
in 1882 at Key West, Fla. She has had three 
Children by him. Her life was avery happy 
one, she says, until lasts Summer, when some 
woman, whom she does not know, obtained an 
influence over her husband. In order to be rid 
of his family he seut Mra. Silleox and the chil- 
dren to Bolton, on Lake George, eariy in June, 
and a few weeks later wrote that bis business 
was in a precarious condition, and that he 
would have to sell the house. He sent hera 
document in which she signed away her dower 
right, aud she put her signature to it, 

Acting on this, Mrs. Sillcox alleges, her hus- 
band siripped the house of its contents, and 
gave a deed to the house and lot to Maximo 
Mora aud J. F. Tapscott, two business associ- 
ates. Hethen embarked on the steamer La 
Champagne for Havre, taking with him the girl 
with whom he had become infatuated. This 
woman is known as Georgiana Parker. 

Mrs. Silleox was granted a temporary injune- 
tion yesterday restraining Mora and Tapscott 
from disposing of her home, on the ground that 
she had been induced to sign away her dower 
right by fraud. 

Ssillcox is abont thirty-five years old, and is 
well known ia social circles. He is a memberof 
the Carleton and Montauk Clubs and the Bryant 
Literary Society. ; 

PREFERRED DEATH TO SUFFERING. 

CLAREMONT, N. H., Oct. 28.—Caleb Dinsmore, 
aged seventy-five years, committed suicide to- 
day by placing the muzzle of a gun to oneor his 
eyes and firing the gun with acane. He left a 


note, saying that he must soon die from cancer 
and preferred not to suifer.

Lima, Oct. 28, via Galveston.—The President 
of Peru recently requested Congress to grant 
him extraordinary powers in order that the 
Government might be enabled to cope more 
effectually in the future with revolutionary 
movements. His request was refused, but a 
law was passed providing that henceforth per- 
60ns convicted of political offenses should be 
sentenced to thirteen years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor.

It was feared that 
the granting of extraordibary powers in accord- 
ance with the request might serve as a pretext 
for charges by defeated candidates of partiality 
in the man ment of the approaching elec- 
tions, which, it is expected, will be conducted 
in the fairest possible manner.

NEW-YORK, Monday, Oct. 28, 1889.
